Introduction.- Exactly a hundred 
years ago, the famous Resolution 
of the Government of India gave 
a new direction and a strong impetus 
to education in India. Since then 
the growth of education in Bengal 
has been rapid. The growing demand 
of the people of Bengal for educational 
facilities lias been one of the most impres¬ 
sive features of our age. Schools and 
colleges arose in all parts of the province. 
The range of studies became gradually 
wider and wider and teaching more ex- 
teirsive. The Ihiiversity of Calcutta was 
established to co-ordinate higher educa¬ 
tion and later developed to foster re¬ 
search. Under the jiresent system a 
large educated community has grown up, 
which has supplied the province few 
generations, in increasing measure, with 
the jiersonnel for its administration, its 
learned and humble professions, its busi¬ 
ness and induvStry and its social and poli¬ 
tical leadership, and the province can 
legitimately take pride in what has been 
achieved in the field of education. 

This process of expansion is still going 
on. “Education has come to be regard 
cd generally as a matter of primary 
national importance, an indispensable 
agency in the task of nation-building.’’ 
Communities, which in the early days of 
English education, were slow to resjmnd, 
are now fully awakened to the need and 
possibilities c)f education for their 
children. The demand for more institu- 
tion.s for the education of girls has been 
insistent all through the province for 
some time past. The movement has 
spread to backwar<l classes—the depress¬ 
ed classes, the scheduUnl castes ana even 
to the aboriginal tribes. All now 
demand education as a right. 

But with all this, as time passed, it 
becaaine manifest to thoughtful observers 
that the present educational system was 
tending to become stereotyped and 
mechanical and was not meeting in full 
the changing needs and requirements of 
the province. A great mass of the intel¬ 
ligent manhood of the province is at pre¬ 
sent driven in ever increasing numbers 
along the same, often unfruitful, course 
of study, which creates expectations that 
cannot be fulfilled and sometimes actu¬ 
ally unfits those who pursue it from 


undertaking many useful occupations, 
necessary for the welfare and well-being 
of the province. 

Attemi)ts have been made in the past 
to remedy this state of affairs and to im¬ 
prove the system of education in the pro¬ 
vince. Public men and educationists, 
the Universities and the authorities of 
schools, have done much to adapt educa¬ 
tion to the new requirements of the times. 
I'here has been a great awakening to the 
need of improvement both in the quality 
of education provided and in the condi¬ 
tions which determine the working of 
educational institutions, but, in spite 
of the rapid expansion of education and 
attempts for a better type, we arc still 
far behind and have a long way to make 
up, if Beng{il is to take her proper 
place in the future histnry of India. 

A hundred years have passed since 
Lord William Bentinck’s Resolution on 
education. We stand to-day on the 
threshold of a new era. ♦ In a short 
time Bengal will be an autonomous pro¬ 
vince and its destinies will be very large¬ 
ly in the hands of its own people. “To 
educate our masters” will be more than 
ever a duty and a responsibility. For the 
last few years public opinion has shown 
genuine anxiety about the future of edu¬ 
cation. The time is ripe, therefore, for 
a review of the whole position, especially 
of primary education, in which Bengal 
lags most behind, and there is more than 
ever to-day an im|>erative necessity to 
face the problems of education, estimate 
their magnitude and devise practical 
measures for their gradual solution. 
Bad education is as detrimental to the 
welfare of the community as want of 
education and forms a great menace to 
good Government, hf)weve<r it may be 
constituted, whether it be burjeaucratic 
or popular. Expansion of education is 
still eortainly the need of the province, 
but, if it follows unhealthy and unprofit¬ 
able channels, the flood may devastate 
in.stead of fertilising the country. The 
liroblem is complex enough and the 
longer it is postponed the more difficult 
it will be, as its solution vitally concerns 
the future social, political and economi*; 
welfare of the province. 

The following resolution is, therefore, 
an attempt to reorganise tihe present 
system and c'onditions of education, and 
particularly primary education, and the 
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Government in the Ministry of Educa¬ 
tion are genuinely anxious that some¬ 
thing should be done to better the condi¬ 
tions of education and so to train up the 
future generations that every Bengali 
child may reach, acmrding to his apti¬ 
tude and irrespective of his parents’ posi¬ 
tion, the full measure of intellectual and 
moral achievement and that the young 
man of Bengal, who wishes to go in for 
higher education, may not at the end of 
his career find himself in a morass of dis¬ 
appointment but may \ye l)etter eejuipped 
for the increasing struggle of life. 


1 . Defects of the Educational System.— 

Tho concliiioji of education in J5on^*al has for 
iiiuny years caused aiixi(‘1y lo tlioii^hffuJ 
observers aud it has often been pointed out 
that the province is gradually losing’ ilie 
j)osition of jjrc-ennncncc it once occupied 
in edu(‘atioii. In JUl? the (‘alcutta TTiii- 
versity (Nunmission was appointed to in- 
vcsiif4^ate tlie state of liigher edueniion in the 
(yollo^es and University and it f)rescnled a 
ihorouoh and detailed Pepoit with a carefully 
considered s(dienie of recoinjuendations for 
reform. Very few of its proposals have, how¬ 
ever, been carried oni. Tlie Auxiliary Com¬ 
mittee on Education to tlie Statutory (-om- 
luission (Jlariof^ (Committee) ag*ain surveyed 
tlie position of education in this province, as 
in tho other provinces, and exposed many 
defects, especially in (lie system of elementary 
eilucation. TIk^ Ilen^al and Indian Quin- 
(piennial Peports on Education also contain 
candid criticisms of many asju'cts of educa- 
iioii in the jirovince. Speeches in the Le^'is- 
lative Council, urli(des in the newspapers and 
the utterances of many jnominent leaders pro¬ 
vide further proof that there is much that is 
ill-designed, iiiefheient and wasteful in edu- 
c^ition in Beng^al. 

These criticisms iiro not of recent times. 
FiVer since the reconstitution of the Presidency 
of Bengal in 1912, educationists liave realised 
the dangers of the situation, but the war of 
1914-18 made any educational reorganisation 
impossible. 

The new reforms were inaugurated in 1921 
and Bengal, as a result of the Meston Award, 
has been in great financial dilficulties and this 
in spite of retremdimcnt and additional taxa¬ 
tion. The result has been tliat expenditure 
oil education in Bengal lias jiractieally iv- 
mained stationary, being Bs. 1,23,1(1,009 in 
1922-23 and Us. 1,27,()7,000 in 1933-34. 
Primary education has ])articularly sulTcred 
from tliis inability to expand and education 
in general lias suffered in comparison with 
other jirovinces, as will appear from the 
following figures: —

2. Thrown into relief by O) Retrench¬ 
ment. —Tho result for education has been 
disastrous. What was bad has become worse 
and what was tolerable has in many instances 
become bad. Successive years of world-wide 
economic- distr(»HS and the general fall in iiiices, 
and espe(‘ially in jute, aggravate<l the situa¬ 
tion. Tlie Uotreiudiment Committees recom¬ 
mended many economies in educational (‘x- 
peiiditure and, altliough all Ihidr proposals 
were noi accejiiiMl, those* whicli were* accepted 
owing to the exigencies of finance inevitahly 
retarded progress. Improvements, long medi¬ 
tated and long overdue, liad to he jiostponed 
indefinitely and, instead of even normal 
])rogT(*ss, there was at many jioinls a visible 
retrogression. Tho grant givc'ii hy (Jovern- 
inent to institiitions Inid to b(^ mirtailed at tlie 
very time when their other sources of income 
had (liminislM*d or disappeared. 

(2) Economic Depression and Unemploy¬ 
ment. —The economic difliculties and rigours 
of these days liave tlius thrown into hold relief 
tho weaknesses of the educational system in 
Bengal. But other causes also have combineil 
to reveal them more clearly and to focus pub¬ 
lic attention on them. The growing extent of 
unemployment among certain ( lasses, intensi¬ 
fied by tlie gpn(‘ral de])rt*ssion of tiade and 
industry, has produ(‘ed a storm of criticism 
directed against a system of education, which 
did noi fit the youth of tin* i>rovince to earn 
their own living, criticism which was per- 
f(*c.i]y natural even if not altogetlier justified. 
330* Vic('-(3innc(*]lor of the 1 University of 
l):icca said in evidence before the Unem])loy- 
m(*nt liupiiry (kinimittee, “I regard the 
(‘ducation given now in the majority of 

(*as(*s.in B(*ngal as tending to diminish 

the intellectual energy of (liose who receive 
it. It is sl(‘rilising. 1 111 ink tlu* education 
at ]ires(*iit inifiarted is in many cases a 
]iositivo dis:idvantag<» to those who leceivc*- 
it and tends to rendco- tlu* students^nn'ie 
worthless in the marki'l than if th(*y iiad 
worked by tlii'inselves.” 

(3) Terrorism. —Tin* outlook of Jihmlmloif 
youths in Bengal to-day is om^ of gloom and 
despair and it has tliereby |>redisposed tlieir 
minds to the morbid attitude, which allowed 
revolutionary and terrorist leaders to find 
r(*ady disci])les in many of the schools and 
c(dleg(?s. The terrorist mov(*ment in Bengal, 
whiidi assumed menacing pro])or1 ions in recent 
years, revealed some of the weaknesses of the 
present educational system. 

But the financial stringency, the growth of 
niiemploy merit and of subversive ])()litical 
movements are not themselves the (*ause of, 
although in many ways they have intensified, 
tlie defects of education in Bengal. Those 
defects are of long standing and have only 
been made iiromiiient—more difficult to solve 
—by recent events. The primary causes 
should be sought rather in the general social 
and political liistory of the inovince. A com¬ 
plete analysis of them would be out of ]daco

3. Peculiar features of Educational system: 
(1) Its urban bias.— The majority of 

BengaTH popuhilioii is engaged in agriculture. 
The grealer part of the [)rovin(^e consists of the 
vast delias of tin* (laiiges and Bmhmaputra, 
land admirably siiiitMl fui' agi iculture but desti¬ 
tute of mineral rt'sources. It |)ossesses also 
important indiistiies bnl lliese are located 
almost entirely in two relatively small areas, 
Calcutta and its moghbourhood and the ccml- 
field area in the Bindwan district. Spe;iking 
gemu'ally, Ihuigalis have stood aloof from the 
developiiKMit of ihest* imbistries and tin* 
labour force is v<‘jy largely <lrawn from out¬ 
side Bengal. As is natural in an agricul¬ 
tural land, .tin* pe()])le live for the most part 
in village's and the towns are small country 
towns, rural rathei- than distinctively urban 
in charact(*r. Apait from l)ac(ai, Calcaitta 
and Howrah, which is practically a part of 
Calcutta, there is not a town in the province 
with a po])ulation of 1 ()(),()()() and very few 
with 50,000 inhabitants. Nor is the urban 
population increasing relatively, except in 
rbilcutta and its n(*ig’hlH)urh(K)d. hlxcduding 
(bilcutta and Howrah, '‘JS per thousand of the 
population lived in towns in 1911; in 1931, 
the proportion bad falb*n to 34 per thousiuid. 

In spite of this predominantly rural and 
agricultural clmracter of the province, the 
system of education is b(*tt(‘r adai)ted to an 
urban than to a rural f)opillation. The sub¬ 
jects taught ar(> those ludpful to the boy who 
has to live and earn a living in a town ratlier 
than to th(' boy who will be a farmer or 
cultivator. This is trm* even of the lowest 
stages, which have been designed to lead up 
to what is oft(»n summarised as “an Englisli 
education.” In other words, boys have 
simght and bemi given not so much a training 
for life as the sp(*c*ific kind of training, which 
would qualify them for a clerkship or at best 
for (me of a limitc'd number of professions. 
The middle vernacular schools, in which boys 
might obtain a ginxl gen(*ral grounding, have 
never been popular in Be*ngal and are now 
almost extinct and even the |)rimary scdiools 
teach English. This is an extraordinary 
paradox. 

(2) Preponiterance of Private Schools.— 

Another paradox is to be found in the fact 
that the larly and rapid spread of English 
education in the provinc.e is om» of th(» chief 
causes of its general ini'fficiemjy at present. 
A liundred years ago, whi*n the fiiwst publi('> 
sch(K)ls and colh'ges were established in 
Bengal, they provecl so popular, largely as a 
jiathway to official preferment, that similar 
institiitions wore' found(‘d by privato persons 
in large numbers all over the ])rovince. As 
tlie pupils were willing to pay for their 
instruction, such jirivate schools not only 
diffused learning, luit provided of^uipation and 
profit. In other words, schools lH*came a 
remunerative husiness and it is not surprising 
that they sprang np on every side. Many 
other motives of a higher kind undoubtedly 
contributi*d in gr(^at measure to the multipli- 
(.‘ation of schools; hut in any ease the result 
was that far more schools in Bengal owed 
their origin to private enterprise than to pub¬ 
lic*, foundation and, as a corollary, the con¬ 
dition of many of them was ephemeral and 


precarious, resting neither on a substantial 
endowment nor on the resources of the State 
or of public bodies. Thus, in Bengal, we 
have the pcnmliar and characteristm feature 
of a predominantly “private” system of 
scliools under no ailecpmte public control. 

4. Defects (1) of Primary Schools.— But, 

whatever the historic, causes may be and what¬ 
ever the aggravating eireumstaiices of the 
present, tin* condition of education in Bengal 
is such as (o compid the anxious considera¬ 
tion of (Tov(‘rnnieiil and of all interested in 
till* widfare of the province. Tlie primary 
schools an' niimi*!*ous indi‘ed; but in almost 
eveiy other ri*spect they are deficient. The 
great majority of the pupils are in tin? lowest 
class and go no liighei’—nine out of ten of 
thc'in uoyov hecoim* ?('ally lif(*rale and derive 
little if any beiu'fif from I heir year or two of 
schooling. The curiiculum is not altogetlier 
adapt('d to the ruial (*nviionnu'iit from which 
the childn'ii (‘ome and (o which they return. 
The teacher is oft(»n untrained and generally 
unenihiisiastic, and, (*v(*ri wlien lie has both 
energy and skill, is faced Nvith impossibb* 
pri)bl(*ms—the jiroblem of teaching three 
(dasses singl(*-handed, the jiroblem of how to 
live on six or eight iiijiees a month, the pro- 
bl(*m of engaging and maintaining the atten¬ 
tion of pupils wdio jind whose parents are 
more* or less indift'erc'nt to education, the 
problem of sustaining bis kei'uness when lu' 
is isolat(*d from yi’ar’s end to year’s end 
except for the single visit of th(5 inspeidor. 
At tlieir best llie juimary scdiool and its st4iff 
may la* tbe centre of villagi' life and the chief 
motive power of inral progn'ss—but tbe l(*ast 
that they sliould do is to make the pupils 
liteiate: it is, how*ever, tin* belief of those 
(jualified to judge that tin* oidiuary primary 
scliool in Bengal does not adequately perform 
even this (deinentary and fundamental task. 
The aid which Gov(*rnment have been able to 
f^ive to primary scliools has be(»n dispropor- 
tionat<*ly small; and tin* levy of the e(‘ss pro¬ 
vided in the Brimary Education Act of 1930 
has had to lx* ])ostponc'l on account of general 
(‘(•onomic (h*pression. 

(2) Of Secondary Schools.— The secondary 
schiMils are little better adapted to their 
function. The complaint has been general 
that they have d(*V()ted themselves to the 
single task of passing pupils through the 
Matriculation aic.l that the interests of those 
who never ]iroeeed to a college course are 
betrayed. Nor w^as the course of studies for 
the Matriculation satisfactory, even as a 
general pieparation for higher studies. The 
schoid tended to neglect all the other 
important aspects of education, the training 
of the body and of eliamcter; and tbe 
mituri* of tbe teaebing was such as to 
stimulate tbe use* of tin* nnunory rather than 
of the mind. 

(3) Financial Instability.— Even this limit¬ 
ed and t(M) naiTowly acadeinio task the schools 
were in many instances ill-fitted to dis- 
cliarge because of tbe inadequacy of their 
slafl’, equipment arid finaneiul resources. The 
rapid grow th in tin* number of schools has led, 
especially in towns aTid developed areas, to 
competition for pupils, wnth the result that tlie 
average number of pupils in a scliool is un- 
eeonomi(ally small. There are on the average 
less than 250 pupils in a high school and the 
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income from fees is only a little over lls. 500 
a month: but in many 8chm)l8 the number of 

{ mpils and the fee income are jKjtuully nnu'h 
ess. In the last Quiri(|uennial Iteport it was 
pointed out that Bengal is mu(‘h worse off 
tlian Madras or Bombay in these respects. 
The consequence is that many 8(;h(M)ls are 
unable to entertain a sufficnent number of 
teachers or to pay them projxuly or even 
reg'ulurly, the teaching is ineflicient and both 
teachers and pupils are driven to private 
tuition to eke out the deficiencies of the 
school. There is nothing more ominous and 
significant in the educational system tlian the 
almost universal prevalence of private 
tuition. 

(4) Lack of extra-academic activities.— 

It is not surprising that in such institutions 
the school does not supply the facilities, and 
the teacliers have neither the time nor the 
enthusiasm, fo]' the stimulation and supervi¬ 
sion of the activities of the pu])ils outside the 
class I'oom. Few healthy outlets are piovided 
for their o(!cu])ation or amusement. There is 
often little aitempt at org^anised games or 
physical recreation, apart fioni the dull routine 
of drill, little atteni])t at any regular nieasiire- 
ment and record of physical progress or the 
detection, diagnosis and tieatment of physical 
weakness. Many of the hoys liave no inter¬ 
ests or hobbies and perhaps the teachers have 
none either. The actual teaching, too, is 
imparted generally by men, wlio liavt* perhaps 
in many cases no s])ecial gifts or talents of 
their own, little devotion or loyalty to the 
school, no scientific tjaiiiing, and who arc pre¬ 
occupied witli tile necessity of adding in some 
way to tlieii' meagre salari(‘s; and teaching 
under such eoiiditions i*au searetdy he expected 
to arouse the interest, touch ih<‘ iinaginatit)!! 
or develop the intellectual curiosity of the 
pupils. Most of the faculties of tlu* mind lie 
numbed and incrl in this wintry scholasticism. 

It is with such Jiiaterial that iln^ colleges 
have to deal- ])laiits already so mishandled and 
stunted as to need the most favourable influ¬ 
ences to bring to llower and fruit, individual 
attention, sym]Withetii’ care, tlie fostering of 
mental and s])iritmil light and warmth. The 
task would he difficult enough in any event, 
but our (M)lleges can scarcely he said to offer 
this exceptional environment. Another series 
of examinations are 4igain held out as the goal 
of intellectual endeavour. Many of the 
colleges are too large to permit of effective 
personiitl guidance or tutorial help. Many of 
those in Calcutta especially have no adequate 
])laying fields. Few of them are able to create 
any corporate tradition or attract any deep 
sense of loyalty. A school or a college means 
little more to a hoy than the shop to which he 
gives his custom or the train whicli takes him 
on a journey. 

This picture may seem to he painted in 
colours too somhre to he true, hut it is in¬ 
tended to he only an impressionistic sketch of 
the effect produced by the existing educa¬ 
tional system on those who are aware of the 
progress made not only in other countries 
hut in other provinees (»f India and wlio can¬ 
not regard the stagnation in Bengal witlj 
ecpianimity. Among the (diief weaknesses 
are these. First, the lack of funds has not 
only hampered development but led to actual 


retrenchment and retreat at some points. 
Education is an expensive ('ommodity and 
some of those who take a narrow view, who 
fail to realise how fundamental it is to national 
health and progress, are inclined to regard it 
as a luxury. 

(5) Superfluity of Schools.— But, secondly, 
the unnecessarily great luimbor of educational 
institutions in some overschooled areas of 
Bengal, far greater in proportioTi than those iri 
any other province, has become a source of 
danger and inefficiency, depriving scihools of 
that necessiiry financial stability without 
which efficieiicy is inijmssihle. 

(6) Lack Of variety. —In the third place, 
all the schools have been cast in the same 
mould and directed to the same end, so that 
individual aptitudes and gifts have often been 
crushed out and the poteiilial soldier, ex- 
j)lorer, saint, business man, inventor, farmer 
or artisan have generally been transformed in¬ 
to poteniial clerks. Again, the scheme of 
sliidles has not only been uniform hut un- 
suiied to the background, tradition and needs 
of the majority of the pupils—4ind in a country, 
where 14 out of 15 persons live in villages and 
three out of four of llnrse who work for a liv¬ 
ing are employed in agriculture, we have a 
curriculum intended mainly for town- 
dwellers and workers. 

(7) inadequate Control.-^Ovor this enor- 
mous mass of institutions, thme is no well- 
oiganised control : many of them are ])rivate 
schools and many receive no grant from pub¬ 
lic funds and escape even that measure of 
su[)ervisioii which the re(‘pi]it of a grant 
eniails. Ovei’ the high scliools there has been a 
divided eonlrol, wliich has long jtroved un¬ 
sat isfatdory and dtdriimmtal to any th(»rough 
reorganisaiion of secondary education. The 
inspecting* staff of the Department has been 
and is quite insufficieTit to carry out any effec¬ 
tive inspection, Avhi(*}i should iinplv guidanc’e 
and inspiration as well as supervision. 

(8) The Teaching Staff. —Again, the schools 
left largely to their own devices have been 
staffed by teachers who are often neither 
numerous enough nor sufficiently qualified, 
trained or well paid nor so imbued with a 
sense of vocation as to he ecjual to the high 
responsibilities of their ta>>k. They generally 
content themselves with the miniinnm, unin¬ 
spiring instruction in the class room, neglect¬ 
ing all the possibilities of influencing the 
cliaracter of their pupils for good or of iraiu- 
iug them to be healthy, happy, useful citizens. 
And the pupils so trained, or rather untrain¬ 
ed, have in not a few cases been drawn into 
the toils of revolutionary conspiracy and done 
inestimable harm to themselves and to the 
entire political development of their eountrv, 
for which they cherish such a disastrously 
misdirected love. 

5. Multiplication of Lower Primary 
Schools. —The spread of literacy in Bengal 
has been surprisingly slow and in the la si 
ten or twelve years it is doubtful if it 
has sj)re^id at all. The exphiimiioii is to he 
found in the fact that the overwhelming pn»- 
|M)rti<m of primary schools are lower ]uimary 
schools with only three classes, that mosi oi 
these schools have only a single leacher eacli 
and that the great majority of the pupils 
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never protjeecl beyond the infani class. Three 
years of schooling under such conditions is 
not sufBcient to make a piij)!! pernianently 
literate. But new scdujols of iliis type are 
arisinj^ every day. Diuin^* tlic five years 
from 11927 to 1932, tlie nunibei* of boys' pri¬ 
mary schools decreased in lliree provinces and 
the larjjj^ost increases were about 900 in 
Assam and 800 in noinhay; but in Beii|^al 
there was in increase of ov(m* o,r>00, far more 
iban the new schools in all the oilier pro¬ 
vinces put lofi'etlier. This fac't is sutficiont 
indi(*ation of tin' ill-considered manner in 
whieh primary cdncalion in Ihnioal is pi’o- 
<*eedin<.»-. On llic oilno' hand, little was tloni* 
to efPeet any leal impiovemenl in the quality 
of the teachin< 4 . Indian (iniiujuennial 

Itepoii foi‘ I!)27-32 conlrasis tlu* jiosition 
in Bengal with that of the North-Western 
Frontier Province', wlu'cc the peojile live 
widely scattered and wheie the difficnlties 
are ])e]Iiaps as irreat, thonnli not of the 
same kind, as those of Ihmj^al. “Where¬ 
as there are in Jhm^al an unknown numher 
of lower primary three-class schools (tlio ITar- 
to" Committee estimated the nnmher at 
»39,000 in 192i“). theie' are none in the Fron¬ 
tier Province. Whereas there are only o4 
vernacular middle schools in lienpfal, there 
are already 199 sucli scliools (inclusive of 
lower middle schools') in the Frontier Ih’o- 
vincp. AVhereas the average enrolinent of a 
primary scliool in Benf>‘al is 38-d, that in the 
Frontier Piovima* is 51 -4, in sjiite of the fact 
iluit most of the well attended primary 
schools have Ix'en converted into middle 
schools and have thereby been removed from 
calcukition. Whereas tlie percent a^'e of 
lK)ys in Benn'al in Class I who reach (3ass TV 
in tlie normal period of time was only 13 in 
1932, that in the Frontier l^rovince rose from 
12 to 18 during the fniinqiiennium." The 
Bpn^>‘al GniiHjuenniaJ Beport also concluded 
that “an improvement in (juality latlier than 
in quantity is the first re(|iiisite of an (»ffe»‘- 
tive system of jirimary edncafiori iti Ben¬ 
gal." ‘ 

6. Programme of reconstruction. —With 

this state of things neither Govcrinnent nor 
the descerninj? ])uhHc <'an any lon^-er be 
content. It would be iisidess to apportion 
blame, when many of the causes lie far in 
tlie past or in circumstances beyond the control 
of any individual or even the province 
as a, whole. But, on the other hand, it would 
he fatal to adopt the ntiitmle either of com¬ 
placency or of de.sjiair. Government are 
conscious that tlie coinple.xity of the ])rohlems 
and the ma^niinde of the difficulties have often 
in the past induced a jiolicy of drift; and that 
no ]ilecemeal reoreanisation, no changes of 
detail, will avail to remedy weaknesses and 
defects which are so far-reacdiin^. They pro¬ 
pose, accordingly, a coifipiehensive jiro^^ramine 
of reconstruction, a pron*rnnime which cannot 
immediately be carried into entire effect but 
which will he steadily pursued till its olijects 
are achieved. In other words, they propose 
a plan of reconsiniction for (Mlucation which 
they intend to follow in fntnn^ yc^irs. 
Tm])ortanl [>arts of the ]>lan will leave to wait 
for more prosperous times but the fj^reat ad¬ 
vantage will be that schemes will he ready to 
be put into operation as soon as funds are 
available. 


7. Proposal for four-class Primary 
Schools. —Government accordingly believe 
that the time has come to plan for primary 
schools of a liigher standard. At present, the 
full ]>i'imai'y course extends over five years 
but the upper primary schools are compara¬ 
tively few. A five years' primary course 
would he most desirable, but the cost of pro¬ 
viding and stalling a large number of such 
schools throughout Hie province would be 
prohibitive. It is accordingly proposed that 
the distinction between ITjiper and Lower 

I Mini ary schools should he done away with 
ami that the priniary course should last for 
four years, (lasses 1 —IV. 

8. Staff. — Each pjimarv scliool, as orga¬ 
nised in this scheim*, would also be expected to 
maintain a staff oi four tea(diers as a condition 
of receiving retaignilion or aid. In special 
circumstances it may be necessary and desir¬ 
able to stai t a school witli a smaller number of 
classes, but th(» number of teachers nni.*#! 
always he tlie same as tlie nniiiber of classes. 
Only thus can the instruction be made satis¬ 
factory and the imu’eased help which Govern- 
nieiit, iio|)e to he in a position to give will make 
this ])ossible. Frovision will also be made to 
train more primary school teaclnns, for at 
prcMMit I Ih‘ projxjition in Bengal is the lowest 
in all India. Then» wer(» 73*3 pei* cent, of 

I I aim'd (('achf'rs in tlu* Pnnjah, 7)9'4 in Madms 
and only 28:1 in Ihmgal in 1932. 

9. Free instruction. —Tin' ultimate aim is 
that instruct ion in all primary scliools shall be 
fri'c, at h'ast for those who are too poor to pay 
any ft'es at all. Tliis w31 involvt* the loss of 
a lew lakhs of nip(*es in f<*es Imt will throw 
('leniiMitai y I'llucalion o])(*n to even tlie 
(»00|‘(*?,t . 

10. The question of compulsion.—It is not 

projiosed, li(>wev(*r, to make it compulsory at 
this slag(‘ and thaf lor thr(»e reasons. In the 
first plact', the cost of a free compulsory 
scln'ini' would hf' eniiri'ly In'yond the financial 
Tesonrecs of the province now, and, until the 
IMimary Education A(‘t is given effect to, 
nothiJig in the way of compulsion can he 
acliicvnd, exi t'pt p(*rhai>s in a few selected 
areas. Estimat(*s of the cost of compulsory 
education differ, hut the lowest is about 
lls. 3A ( lores, about five times the total airiount 
now spent on ])rinnny cdiuaiioii from public 
and jirivate source . In the second jilac.e, 
com])iilsion, wheii' it has been tried in India, 
has not yet proved an uri(]naHfied success 
in lural areas; in municipalitic's, of course, the 
problem of ensuring attendaiKH^ is far simpler 
than in rural areas. In the third place, a 
well-designed net-work of four class primary 
schools will jirovide the opportunity for educa¬ 
tion to a very large proportion of children of 
school-going age and, without comjuilsioii and 
the machinery and nn])()pularity it entails, 
practically the same result may be ucliieved. 
The last Indian (ininquennial Beport points 
out that “unless a system of compulsion is 
based on firm foundations, unless the majority 
of parents are actively in support, unless an 
ample siip])ly of trained and efficient teachers 
i.s available, unless there is careful supervision 
and a wise distrihntion of scliools, compiilHioii 
do more harm than good." 

11. Compulsion to continue at school.— 

But there is another type of compulsion, which 
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is absolutely necessary to prevent the wastage 
which has so often been exposed and deplored. 
In 1932 there were about 1,344,000 children 
in the lowest class and only about 100,000 in 
the highest primary class. In other words, 
a great majority of the children did not stay 
in school long enough to hec^ome lilerale. On 
the average, a })rimarv school in llejigal con¬ 
sists of 22 children in the lowest class, 7 in 
the second class and o in the third. The 
crowd in the infant (^lass is alone what enables 
the school to carry on, what in fact gives it the 
semblance of a school. The ordinary primary 
school now is not even a lower primary s(;hool 
of three classes, it is ])ra(*tically a school with 
only one class, the infant. 

While, therefoie, Governnient do not believe 
that it would be wise at this time to compel 
all children to come to school, they recognise 
that steps should be taken to p](»vent this 
wastage. 'J^hey desir(» tliat (»verv child, whost^ 
parents send it to school, sliould be given tin* 
opportunity to learn to lead and write and 
they propose* that, once a child joins school, ii 
should be compelled to rt'inain a1 school till it 
has finished a primary course or for five yeais 
—^and, as a corollary to this, tlmt no cliild 
should be allowed to remain in tin* same class 
for more than two years, (knnpulsion to con¬ 
tinue in school will give the children and the 
teachers a real oppoitunit.N' to teach and to 
learn. It is not an iinreasonal)le assumption 
that a pur(‘nt, who sends his boy to school, 
wishes him to become literate; and lie cannot 
very well complain if measures are taken to 
realise this ejid. 3Mie iiist step is the i)arent’s 
own; but he will take it in the full knowledge 
of the conse(juen(‘es which it entails. 

12. Curriculum: Rural bias. —Another im¬ 
portant matter nunains--the (’urriculmn of 
primary schools. It has already Iumui pointed 
out that in a mainly rural and agricultural pro- 
viiH^e like llengal the course of study in the 
primary school should be adaj)t(*d to tin* needs 
and environment of the juajority of the 
children. At present the cnrriculum is 
designed not to be compl(d(‘ in itself but to 
b'ad up to highei’ studies; and, in fact, tw( 
out of three eliildren who eoim* to the end of 
the primary course ])ass on to tin* middle 
scdiool. The natural lesnlt is that, while the 
country as a whol(‘ depends on its villag(*s and 
on agriculture, every intelligent boy is drawn 
away to the towns and to occupations which 
can only be followed in towns; the country¬ 
side is regularly draim*d of its most hopeful 
and intelligent elements. And, on the other 
hand, no village's need instruct( hI leadei\sliij) 
and service more des])('rately than tin' villages 
of Bengal, afHiedud by jualaria and other 
diseases, oj)preHsed by tlu' growing burden of 
debt. Under the. new system here ju-oposed, 
the number of children in the upper classes of 
the primary schools will probably be very 
much greater and there will be all the more 
need for a re-orientation of the curriculum. 
This revision is necessary, first because the 
existing course is generally regarded as too 
heavy and wide for the average village boy, 
secondly because the primary course sliould be 
a self-contained (course suited to the village 
child, lastly because the cliild will be able to 
grasp more quicldy and intelligently teacliing 
with a “rural bias,'’ dealing with ideas and 
things which are part of its own background. 


Primary education will thus mean for the 
village boy not only a grounding in the rudi¬ 
ments of general knowledge, but also in some 
sense a preparation for his own vocation. A 
curriculum on these lines for primary schools 
is being prepared. 

13. Pragramma af Primary Schools.— 

There are at jiresent over (>0,000 primary 
schools in Bengal, mostly one or two-class 
schools, mostly one-teacher and only a small 
number two-teacher scjiools. These 00,000 
probably do not produce 00,000 literates in the 
year. It is obvious that any scheme of re¬ 
organisation may involve, until more funds are 
available, a reduction in the number of schools 
receiving aid from Government and public 
funds without in any way reducing the sum 
total of grants. Tins may he inevitable, 
because funds are not available to render all 
of tlu'in even moderately ellicient. In many 
villages there is a general jiutslmla, a inaktab 
for Moslem boys and a school for girls—none 
of tliem jiroperly lioused, equipped, staffed or 
taught, useless for any purpose of good. Some 
amalgamation and scdi'i tion is an indispensable 
jirelim inary to effective reconstruction. It 
should always be n*membered that many of the 
])ri‘sent si hools ti'aeli so little and so badly that 
tlu'ir abolition is no real loss to anjmne. 
(lovernment propose, however, iK't to abolish 
but to (‘xpand facilities for edueatioii and, as a 
preliminaiy, desire that a survi'y should be 
undertaken of the location and standard of 
the existing schools and that the number 
sliould be reduced to about 1(1,009 and that for 
the time lieing a programme involving this 
number of good primary seliools, fairly dis¬ 
tributed tliroiighoiit the ])rovin(M*, should be 
carefully w^orked out. If they were properly 
dislribiiied, there would still be in general a 
school within less than two miles of every 
child. The provision would thus not be very 
inadequate considering tlie ])resent financial 
condilion of tlie prcjvince, and, when more 
money is available, more si'hools could be 
established. Sixteen thousand are all that are 
now jiossible with any rc'gard for efficiency. 

14. Probable increase in number of literate 
pupils. In 1932, there were about 21 lakhs 
of eliildren in all tlie primary seliools, of whom 
only about S lakhs wen» abov*> the infant class. 
Tlie schools under the proposed scheme, 
situated as they will bo in the larger villages 
and within easy reaxdi of the smaller villages, 
will 1)0 able to have on the .average a much 
higher ('iirolment, especially as wastage will 
be ])revent('d and chUdron w ill move on re- 
regularly from class to class. Most of them 
wall probably easily obtain an enrolment of 
120 pupils, 30 in each class. The 16,000 
schools will thus have over 19 laklis of pupils, 
of wdiom about 14 lakbs will be in the three 
upper classes aig’iiinst the present actual 
number of 804,059 pu[)ils in the top four 
(lasses of the primary stage. The total 
number of eliildren at school wu‘11 thus not be 
very mneh smaller, espeidally because the 
])rimary stages of middle and high schools in 
rural art'as wull ^ilso absorb a considerable 
number of pupils, but tlie number made 
litemte will be out of all jiroportion greater. 
Tlie opportunities for vm\ education will ex¬ 
pand rather tban contract as a result of this 
reorganisation. 
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1.5. Maktabs and Girls’ Schools.— Of tlm 

43,000 or more boys’ scliools wliicli wo have 
now, about 16,000 are maktabs ami about 
27,000 are ffeueral scliools. Of the 18,000 
fi^irls’ scliools, uboiit ImJi arc niaklabs. Biit 
it is proposed thal under llie new scdieme all 
(dasses of (diildren slionld ail end llu* same tyjie 
of schools, jirovision heiuf^’ made in tlie curri¬ 
culum for espec'iul Islamic subjects. 

To take first the case of Maktabs: ibo curri- 
cTilum in those schools is pra(d.irally identical 
with that in a general i)rimary sebool except 
that jirovision is made for religious instruc¬ 
tion and tlie teacliing of Islamic^ subjects. 
There is no r(*ason why instead of two, one 
single school, so organisc'd as to provide for 
the necessary variation in school studies, 
should not, in 4 ill but the most exceptional 
circumstances, satisfy the needs of both the 
Hindu and the Moslem communities in 
jirimary education. Similar arguments apply 
to jirimary schools existing entirely lor 
tbe education of girls. A schooli which is to 
teach girls must provide instruction in subjects 
whicli find no place in a hoy’s cuTTiculum, hut 
tliis can be done as well in a large general in¬ 
stitution generously bousinl and staffed as in 
a small and inellici(‘nt seliool to which only 
girls may go. 

Government regard it as a paramount duty 
to do all tliat is possible to forward tbe educa¬ 
tion of girls and they believe that a great step 
in this direction will luive h(»eii laki’U wlien tbe 
distinction between boys’ and girls’ primary 
schools goes. 

Tlie positive advantages of such fusion and 
condensation of schools, even apart from any 
considerations of efficiency and economy, ari» 
great. Every primary scliool will, umbu- 
tli(‘S(» conditions, have on its staflt both llindu 
and Moslem, men and women, teacliers and 
will bo able to provide, with incrwiscil effi¬ 
ciency, all the advantages which acauiu'd to tin* 
special and separate institutions. 

In scliools where a majority of the pupils an* 
Moslem the title of Maktab, traditionally 
attaclied to Islamic primary schools, niiglit 
be given, while in the bigger centres of iiopula- 
tion, where some of the foregoing arguments 
have loss force, it may he found of advantage 
to have separate schools for girls and for 
Moslem pupils. 

16. An outline of distribution. The Pre¬ 
sidency of Bengal occupies 77,521 square 
miles, roughly one-fffth of which may be 
deducted for waste lands, hill tracts, jungle, 
rivers and heel areas. If 16,000 scliools were 
properly distributed, there would still be in 
genera] a school within less than two miles 
of every c hild. Bengal has a total population 
of about 50 millions, of which a little over 46 
millions live in * rural areas. There would 
thus bo at least one efficient primary school to 
serve the need of a rural population of a little 
less than rf,0()0. In effect, it will mean that 
in districts like Ilooghly, Howrah, Dacca, 
Mymensiiigh, Earidpur, Rakarganj, Tippera 
and Noiikhali there will he a primary school 
to almost every 2 to f'l sejuare miles or a school 
within less than a mile of every child in these 
districts. In some districts,.the situation of 
the school will depend upon the existence of 
heels, rivers, forests, hills and these factors 


maj'^ necessitate local adjustments. But, sub¬ 
ject to this, the following distribution of pri¬ 
mary schools is suggested, on the basis of one 
primary school per 3,000 of population:—

The table will make it clear that in all ex¬ 
cept 6 districts the area to be served by each 
school will be near about or even less than 5*5 
square miles, which means that, if the area 
served is taken as a circle, then the schools 
will be witliin mile distam^e of every boy 
or girl. Tlie six districts where each school 
art'a is over six square miles are Bankura, 
Midnapur, 24-Parganas, Khulna, Dinajpur, 
and Jalpaiguri. All these areas have forests 
and jungles, hill tracts and uninhabited areas; 
if these are excluded, the school area in these 
districts also will probably come to the level 
of the other districts. 

The Government wish to make it clear that 
in putting forth these proposals before the 
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public, they are ffeniiinely anxious to expand 
the opportunities of real education and to 
bring in a better condition of instruction. 
Nor do they wish by these proposals to 
delay the operation of the PriTnary Educa¬ 
tion Act, should the econoniic, condition of the 
people jxistify the introduction of the Act 
at any particular time. On the otlier hand, 
the establishment of tlie new type primary 
schools will give an immediate programme 
of work to those districts wliich liave 
a(‘.cepted the partial operation of tlie Pri¬ 
mary Education Act. When the Act is in- 
trodu(!ed in full, these scliools working in 
double shifts will meet the needs of-the rural 
areas as c.onlemplated under the Primary 
Education Act and in many respects will be 
the models, so that the peoj)le may get good 
value for their money, and the dangers of 
wastage, of lapse into illiteracy and of bad 
education may be avfuded. 

17. Employment of 64,000 teachers. —Un¬ 
der this s(dieme, ()4,000 men and women 
teachens will be settled in village life with a 
new avenne of employment. Sixteen thousand 
of them, as will he seen later, will he employ¬ 
ed on a pay of Ks. 20 and 48,000 on n pay of 
Rs. 15. They will, in addition, l)ave oppor¬ 
tunities to look after their village lands and 
cultivation. One may fairly aim at creating 
a new life in the villages and incidentally 
these men and women will ho directly inter¬ 
ested in the imprtnement of village agricul¬ 
ture and will he hotter informed about market 
c>onditions. 

18. The Primary School Teacher.— In edu¬ 
cation, even more than in other social activi¬ 
ties, everything depends in the last resort on 
the hnmaii factor and the teacher is the key 
U) the success or failure of an institution. 
All earlier propowils are intended merely to re¬ 
move obstacles and to provide a favourable 
environment for the efforts of the teacher; 
and they would by themselves he futile unless 
the quality of the teaching is sound. But in 
Bengal the teacher is not only overworked 
and underpaid, hut generally untrained and 
ill-qualified for his work. Tlie last Quiu- 
(juennial lleport stated tliat “most of the 
teachers remain untrained. Bengal, in this 
respect also, was at the hoitom of the list of 
provinces. Of the untrained teachers there 
are, it is reported, many wlio cannot even 

read correctly or with ease.The 

fact is that the conditions of service of the 
primary school teacher are such that the pro¬ 
fession can scarcely attract any hut those who 
are driven into it in despair as the last re¬ 
fuge of the unemployed.the average 

aalary in Bengal is the lowest in all India.’’ 

19. Need for Rural-minded Teachers.— 

Nor is this all. Many of the teachers are 
men with an urban rather than a rural out¬ 
look, with a smattering of an “English edu¬ 
cation,” who belong by upbringing or long¬ 
ing to the towns rather than to the country. 
A new type of teacher is required, men and 
women who have had a thorough vernacular 
education, who have been trained in the art of 
twching small children, who are interested in 
the welfare of the village and eager to play 
their part in its improvement. The Auxi- 
* hary Committee wrote thus:—”There is little 
hope of real progress in primary education, 


unless a definite break is made with the policy 
of inconsiderately multiplying schools, and 
of hastily expanding or improvising new 
ineffective arrangements for training the addi¬ 
tional teachers required. As matters stand 
in India, effective arrangements for training 
vermKuilar teachers ttuisL generally speaking, 
precede the expansion of primary schools, as 
the training of vernacular teachers itself 
depends upon a gnud supply of recruits from 
middle vernacular schools. Hence money 
spent on (?xpansion or improvement of middle 
vernacular schools and on vernacular train¬ 
ing instiiuiiouR will yield a larger and more 
permanently fruitful return than money 
spent on almost any other of the many objects 
wdiicli are dear lo the heart of the educa¬ 
tionist.” 

The Iasi Indian (luimpieniiial Beport quoted 
from the report of a commliteo of American 
experts about missionary educational work in 
India to tlie siune efi'oet. “We w’ould get 
further in the end,” they suggested, '^if we 
closed one half of our village schools and 
spent money in training teachers for the 

other lialf.What w’o need for village 

teachers are not foridgners, nor e>'en the 
urban, English-liained Indians of the city 
schools. ^J^bo one lias never bad, and the 
other has lost, tlie ability to think along the 
furrows cut by Indian tradition. The need is 
for young moji and w’oinen wlio, having grown 
up ill a village, are used to its w^ays of living; 
and who have bcmi given an edu(‘ation that 
opens their eyes lo village and agricultural 
problems and gives the means of dealing with 
them.” 

20. Results af the New Policy in the Pun¬ 
jab. —^Wliat teachers of tliis type can achieve 
can be seen in the remarkable progress made 
in recent years in the Punjab. The percent¬ 
age of boys at sclifiol to the total 8cho(d- 
going po])ulatiou in that province increased 
from 23*0 in 11022 to 44 in 1082 whereas in 
Bengal it increased only from f87*2 to 48*8. 
The niimlier of jmpils in Class tV increased 
from 41,720 in 1017 to 100,582 in 1982-in 
Bengal it remained almost unchanged aluMit 
128,000. In other Avords, in Bengal about 
45,000 schools were producing 128,000 
literates, luit in the Punjab about 10,000 in¬ 
stitutions wore producing about 100,000 
literates; the cost in Bengal w\as about Rs. 70 
biklis, in the Punjab only about Rs. 38 lakhs. 
The waste of money and effort in Bengal is 
lamentable. Nor is ibis all. The school and 
the teachers in the Punjah have become the 
centres of community life. “There is not a 
tahsil or sub-tabsil, where useful work has not 
been done by teachers and inspecting offi¬ 
cers.Scores of schoolboys have formed 

themselves into singing oarties foi carrying 
on uplift propaganda in villages.As a re¬ 

sult of this propaganda vigorously pursued, 
one is beginning to see a sireak of light on 
the horizon, and one has (X'casion to see signs 
of the w’bolesale effect of the work now^ being 
done. Thousands of lectures have been given 
by teachers and inspecting officers. Thou¬ 
sands of people have been vaccinated and 
inocubited at their persuasion. Prophy¬ 
lactic measures have been taken in hundreds 
of villages against disease. Streets have been 
cleaned, manure pits have been dug, wells 
have been purified, and so forth.’* 
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The explanation is siniple. In tlie Punjab, 
only 17 -4 per rent, of the sclinols are siii|;^]e- 
teacher- schools, in Ilciif^al 59 *8 i)er cent. 
Nearly three in four of all the primary school 
teachers in the Punjab are traiued, in Ben¬ 
gal only about one in four. Tn Ben/^al only 
about one in five of the tnen teachers have a. 
hig’her qualificalimi than that of having 
passed the primary sta^e, in the Punjab tlie 
proportion is two in ihree. Tn 1032 in the 
Punjab there were 8o3 ])U])ilH in the 18 
women’s traiiiinn* schools, in Ben^’al only 234 
in the 10 schools. 

21. Pay of Primary Teachers. —To attract 
suitable men anil women to tlie profession 
of toachin»‘ in primary schools and to train 
them adeipiaHely is, therefore, a necessary 
])i*eliminary and coii(‘omitant to any re- 
or^^aniSilt ion of ])rimary education. But 
this would b(» hopeless unless the teacher is 
better paid. In 1932 the average salary in a 
school under public maiiaf?oment was about 
Its. 15 and in private schools only wi little over 
Ps. (). A man durin^^* trainin<^ > 4 *ets ii stipend 
of Its. 10, but after trainin*? lie would be 
fortunate to ^et a salaiy of Rs. 10. TTnless 
the prosjieets of the teaidiers are improved, 
we cannot hope to improve their (juality. 
(rovernment propose to work in future on tlie 
plan that in all rec()»*nisod and aided pri¬ 
mary schools the salary of the headmaster 
should be at least Rs. 20 and that of the 
assistant masters Rs. il5. The minimum cost 
of a four-teacbei* school would thus lie Rs. 05 
for salaries and about Rs. 10 for contin- 
frencies, or Rs. 000 a year. The 10,000 schools 
pn)j)osed would ultimately iinolvean annual 
expenditure of Rs. 1,44,00,000. 

22. Inspecting staff. —Even «:ood teacliers 
will benefit by the stimulus and cheek of 
sympathetic inspection : and a competent in¬ 
specting staff is as indispensable as a com¬ 
petent teaching staff. At in-'scnt the 
lower inspectorate suffers in two ways: eacli 
Huli-inspector has far more schools under 
his charge than he can give ])i*oper attention 
to and he is too oflim a man trained in the 
methods of English nither than of verna-* 
cnlar education. Idle new rural school will 
need a new tyfie of inspector, a man or 
woman tuned to tin* needs and conditions of 
the village and at liomi* in it. (joverriment 
suggest, therefore, that the number of sub¬ 
inspectors should be fixed at one for a hundred 
schools, that a fourth of the cadre should be 
filled up by the most capable and experienced 
of the primary school headmasters and another 
fourth from the staffs of the middle vermicular 
and vernacular training schools. There will 
thus be a career o])en to talents among the 
teachers. It is ho])ed that at least 10 jier 
cent, of the sub-inspecting staff will bo 
women. 

At present sub-inspectors of schools are 
chosen from those who have ])assed the course 
for the d<‘giee of Bai^helor of Teaching, 
which is designed more for teachers in 
secondary schools than for men wdiose work 
will he the ins])eciion of juimary schools. 
This training is unsuitable for tlie type of 
officer required, and Government propose to 
institute a new system which will involve a 
special six months’ course at one of the 
Tmiuing Colleges, followed by nine months’ 


practical and theoretical work at selected cen¬ 
tres in primary school teaching and supervi¬ 
sion, together with an intensive training in 
rural rei’onstruction work. 

Such men should be able to bring to their 
work a fresli and sympathetic understanding 
of the problems of primarj' education in all its 
aspects. 

23. Secondary Education: (a) Middle Verna¬ 
cular Schools. —From what has been said of 
the primary school and its teachers, the 
significance of fhe middle vernacular school 
will he ajiiiarent. But nothing has been more 
striking than tlie sfeady decay of these schools 
in Bengal. In li)17 there were 349 middle 
vernacular schools, in 1922 only 217 and in 
1932 the number had dwindled to 54. Contrast 
111 is wifli the amazing expansion of such 
s(*lio()Is in tlie Punjab, where they increased 
from 151 in 1917 f(>V)72 in 1922. 2,114 in 1927 
and 3,241 in 1932 and flie enrolment during 
tlie period from 28,711 to 447,514. For 
every one boy in a middle vernacular school in 
Bengal, fliere are over a liundred in the 
Punjab. And 111 is remarkable development is 
llie result of a deliberaie policy, most success¬ 
ful in the J’unjab but followed also in almost 
ev(*ry other province in India. “The aim of 
vernacular middle education,” says the last 
(iuirKpicniiial JL'port of the I’liited Provinces 
“is to inijirovi? tin* rural youth, to ])rovide the 
necessary t(»achers for elementary education 
and, while making rural boys literate, to re¬ 
tain tbiMii in tlie conntry-side.” Without a 
well-distributed system of middle vernacular 
schools, it would be idle to expect either to im¬ 
prove primary education or to raise the level 
of village community life or to ket'p away from 
English schools the many who do not benefit 
by liigh(»r lulueation and now clog and hinder 
the work of high sidiools and colleges. The 
middle vi*rnaeular selioid is not meridy a school 
where all the instruction is in the vernacular 
and when* Englisli is only an optional subject, 
it is or should be a school with a rural out¬ 
look, adopted to tlie ueids of those who come 
from tlie village and will go back to the village 
TJiet'e is no reason wliy what has been achieved 
elsewhere should not be accomplished in Ben¬ 
gal and the middle vernacular school made the 
eorru'r-stom* of the new educational pro¬ 
gramme. 

(rovt^rnmeni juoposc that there should be 
one middle viunacular school to every police- 
station, roughly one middle school to 25 
iriinaiy schools, and that the number should 
gradually increased till the ratio becomes 
oni‘ to five. Those schools will have their three 
middle classes and most of them will have at¬ 
tached to them till? four classes of a primary 
school. 

These middle vernacular schools would have 
a curriculum designed to give a sound general 
training to rural boys and to fit them in some 
irieasure at once for their agricultural occupa¬ 
tions and for village uplift work. ”What 
India needs more than anything to-day,” 
wrote tlie Agricultural Commission, “is a new 
and wider system of education, a system which 
will be in harmony with village conditions and 
requirmnenls, wliich will train boys and girls 
desirous of remaining a part of the village and 
of spending lives of service to the prop^ress of * 
the country-side.” Accordingly in the

Punjab agriculture forms a part of th(5 course 
in many middle vernacular schools and “rural 
scieiKje (a composite subjec^t embracing agri¬ 
culture, science, village sanitation, co-opera¬ 
tive and elementary civics) has recently been 
j)rovided as an alternative to English at tlie 
Vernacular Final Examination.” The curri¬ 
culum for Jlengal will be on similar lines and 
is now under preparation. 

24. Training Class. —It is from these 
schools that, the primary school teacliers will 
be largtdy drawn and for the purpose* of train¬ 
ing them training classes will be attached to 
selected middle vernacular schools. 

25. Revision of Middle and High School 
curriculum—(b) Middle English and High 
Schools. —With llie establishment of the new 
typo of primary schools, (lovernmtrit will 
slowly attempt to convert the existing middle 
English and middle vernacular scdiools into the 
improved tyj)e of su(‘h schools. 

The middle English stage will also cover a 
])eriod of three years and will Ix' intended for 
the urban or developed areas. But in one im¬ 
portant res])ect it will differ from Die present 
system ; it will lead up to the high stage and 
will be a preparation for it but it will also be 
(tomj)lete in itself, providing a satisfactory 
general training for the boy who wishes eitheu* 
to proceed no further or to |)ass on to a t(X‘hni- 
cal or vocational school. In other words, the 
end of the middle stage will be a definite ter¬ 
minal or diverting ])oint for many ])U])ils and 
tlu» curriculum will lx* constructed accordingly. 
With the revival and reconstruction of the 
middle vernacular s(dnx)ls, tluu’e will be need 
for middle English sclux)ls only in urban or 
other developed (*entres and their numbers can 
be reduced, with a corresponding impn»vement 
in efficiency. In 19"12 Bengal had 1,845 
miildle English schools for boys, while Madras 
had only 174 and no otlu*!* province had 600. 

Similar improv(*ments an* necessary in the 
high stage as well. The high scluxd should Ix^ 
an avenue to the college, but it should also be 
a stopj)ing point for a considerable number of 
the ])Upils who do not wish to i)roceed further. 
With the changes already suggested, the d(»- 
mand for a high school education will j)robably 
become leas general, esi)ecially in the rural 
ar('as, in which hundreds of schools are now 
siluated. It will, therefore, be jx^ssible to 
turn many of them into middle English or 
middle vernacular institutions and to use the 
resources set free to strengtli^n the others. At 
present^ the multiplication of schools has led to 
s(*vere competition, whi(‘h reduces the number 
of pupils and the income from fees below the 
economic minimum and is in many ways detri¬ 
mental to discipline and efficieiuiy. (lovern- 
ment have also been unable to bestow an ade¬ 
quate grant-in-aid on these schools. 

26. Comparison of Bengal with Madras in 
Seoondary Education. —A comparison with 
Madras will illuminate the position in Bengal. 
A boys* middle English sch(X)l in Bengal had 
in 1932 an average enrolment of 88, in Madras 
152. A high 8ch(X)l in Bengal had 239 pupils 
and in Madras 416. Between 1912 and 1932, 
in Bengal 594 new high schools for boys wen* 
started, in Madras only 210. The average 
grant to a boys* secondary school in Madras 
was Us. 3,256, in Bengal only Its. 870. One 


thousand and forty-nine out of 2,995 boys* 
secondary schools in Bengal were unaided, in 
Madras only 9 did not recjeive aid out of 5»52. 
The average number of teachers per stihool in 
Madnis, taking all Hecondaiy schools, was 17, 
in Bengal 8. 81 :6 })er cent, of the men teac.hers 
in secondary sc^hools in Madias were trained 
and 30-5 per cent, had a degree, in Bengal the 
corresponding figures were 19*7 and 22-6. 
Bengal has about three times as many hoys* 
high schools as Madras, hut the numhor <3* 
pupils in the high stage is scaniely greater. 
These figures are sufficient to show the wide 
differences in secondary education between 
two provinces, of which the population end 
area are approximately the same. Bengal has 
far more institutions, l)ut they are ill-attended, 
ill-staffed, inadequately aided or altogether 
unaided, financially unstable. 

27. Necessity of reorganisation. The 

reorganisation of vernacular education wull, 
on the one hand, reduce the demand for high 
English educ'ation in Bengal and may render 
some of the high schools superffiious, and, on 
the other liaiid, no radical improvement can be 
effected without a reductiem in the mimher of 
institutions in over-schooled areas either by 
amalgamation or by the abolition of inefficient 
scdiools. Both efficiency and the law of supply 
and demand will point in the same direction; 
and Government cousidtu* it necessary to under- 
takje^t survey as a preliminary to a more satis¬ 
factory geographical distribution of schools. 
If the schools are bxated in the towns and 
large villages and if competition is eliminated, 
then each school would have a much larger 
enrolment than at prevsent, a larger revenue 
from fees and a larger Government grant, and 
these in turn would enable it to afford a larger, 
better paid and better (pialified staff and more 
adequate equi])nient. 

28. Free studentships. —It, howevcj, se- 

condarj^ schools are in future to he situated in 
the larger centres of population, it follows that 
hoys from the country will often he at a dis¬ 
advantage in pursuing higher studies. As a 
comi)l(»ment to their ])ro|)osals, Govc‘riim(*nt in- 
teiid accordingly to offer a larger number ot 
free studentships to pujiils on the results ot‘ 
the primary and middle school oxajiiinations. 
There will lx*, as now, a ciertain number of 
scholarshi])s for those udio oc'ciipy the highest 
jdaces in these examinations; but, in addition, 
each recognised schixd will be entitled to grant 
free studentships to boys who are in need of 
financial help; these free stmleiitships will be 
intended primarily for boys from rural schools. 

For hoys who come from their villages to 
attend the middle or high school, residential 
arrangements will also be necessary. Many 
scbooiH will accordingly have hostels and some 
concessions should he arranged for those 
boarders who hold free studentships and under 
the same conditions. 

These concessions will enable a great num¬ 
ber of poor and intelligent boys to complete 
their higher education without serious diffi¬ 
culty; and the concentration of scluxds will 
pla(‘e no obstacle in their way. Oji the other 
hand, the generous provision of free student¬ 
ships may permit in some scluxds some in¬ 
crease in the rate of fees. 

29. Quality of School Work. —Gne very 
general complaint is that apart from formal 
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iiiHtruciioii the ieacljor and the school do very 
little for the pupils and lliat even tlie leacliin^’ 
is lifeless and uninteresiin^^*. The last (inin- 
(piennial Iteport stated I hat “schocds an» too 
often merely coaching (vstahlishnients and 
neither seek nor achieve any training ol the 
mind in discij)line, l(*adershii) and cor})oraie 
action or any ptopei* I raining* ol ihe body/’ 
And a^ain, “litlie efVorl is made to arouse 
the dawninj^ intelligence, to d(‘velop ihe 
innate sf)irit of (piest ioniTic- arid curiosity, to 
teach tlirou^'h the nieclinin ol all the faculties 
instead of nieiely one.’* In these ciiticisms 
there is a crt*at element ol truth and, es¬ 
pecially, at the adolescent sla<4(‘ ii is essential 
that all the latent powers and interests of the 
hoy should he diawn out and tliat the 

influences hy which he is surroiimled should 
he healthy.and happy. 

30. New Matriculation Regulations. —It is 

hoped that the new Matriculation llet^ulatioiis 
will c() a creat way in improviiij^ the 

(juality of school work. The averaj^o 

Aratriculatioii student will he better equipped 
generally, will he ]e(|uired to pay c*reator 
attention to History and (jecigraphy as com¬ 
pulsory subjects and to pass in a paper of 
elenientarv scientific knowledge. His burden 
will he lifi'htened by the introduction of 
vernacular as the medium of instruction and 
examination and he will be able to pay ^:^reater 
attention to Enj^-Ush as a lan^‘ua;^‘e. Every 

school must also ^ive him traininc; in ])hysical 
tleveb^pment. 

»31. The Teacher. —The decisive factor is 
the (iapacity and personality of tlie teacher. 
If he is a man with s»une sense of viMjiiion, 
some ])ride in his ])rofessi()n, some? knowledge 
of its techni(jue, then he will in one way or 
another impress himself on his pupils. It is, 
therefore, of the utmost iinpoitaiK^e that the 
best men should be selected as teachers and 
that, on the other hand, teaching' sljouhl be 
made attractive to the best men. At present 
the teacliers in many ai(h»d and in most un¬ 
aided schools are Generally ol)]i‘.^<*d to resort 
to private tuition cr oth(*r occupation to suj)- 
pl(*ni(‘nt their meagre salary. Many of thtun 
coiiK^ to school tired—they hav(‘ little inteiest 
in their work, they have nr) ])rr)spects to 
stimulate their ambition. Gov(*rnment j)]'o- 
pose, therefore, that in all recognised 
institutions there should la* a minimum 
scale of salaries for teachers, as w^ell as a mini¬ 
mum number of tear*hers. Many of them 
are now overwr)rkr*d and even a school teach(*r 
m*eds leisure if lie is to do liis best. Tea(diin{.» 
is both an art and a mission, 4ind the teacher 
m‘eds not only vision but (|uie1 if he is to 
expicss wliat is in him. Jn 1932 in hi^h 
schools, the avera<»‘e number of teachers in 
Henjial was L‘b in the l^injab 17, in Homl)4iy 
17 b, in Madms 20 5, dilTerences only partly 
to be exj)lained by the existence of divisions 
in a class. 

32. Methods of Training.— The teacher 
needs also training, as in any other vocation. 
Tn this respect, Hengal is very backward. In 
1932 there were 15,088 high school teachers 
in Bengal and in Madras 9,124 and 5,247 in the 
United Provinces. In the same year, there 
were 187 students in the training colleges in 
Bengal, while there were 342 in Madras and 
413 in the United Provinces. The training 
colleges actually supply Bengal with 120 


trained graduates on an average every year. 
The provision for training in the province is 
sadly inadequate and even if the number of 
hifrh schools is rediH^ed, it will be many 
de(^ades before a majority of the teachers are 
trained. 

It is essential that the facilities for training 
teachers should be extended and this can be 
done by establisliing more training colleges or 
by devising scdiemes in which teachers may, 
under suitable conditions, do a large part of 
this training while at schotd. 

Although sooner or later Bengal will have to 
face the necessity for more training (iolleges, 
these institutions are expensive things and 
Government have under examination proj)o- 
sals whereby in specially selected schools 
teachers may, by carefully supervised reading 
and practical work, fit themselves for an exa¬ 
mination entitling them to a diploma or a 
shortened course preparatory to taking a 
d(*gree in teacliing. 

It is proposed also to make these schools 
centres at which will be held “training camps” 
— short courses of training for teachers in 
individual siibjects. Courses would be 
designed both for primary and secondary 
school teachers, the former under the super¬ 
vision of the statVs of Kormal Schools the latter 
under that of Training College staffs. 

33.. improvement of teaching.— Tea( hers 
with jirofessional keenness and training will 
be able to make teaching more vivid ami sti¬ 
mulating than it is at prevsent. They will 
remember that it is the business of the teachei’ 
not merely to i)repare the pupils lo?’ an (»xami- 
nation but even more to tiain them to read 
and think for tliemselves. 

34. General knowledge and library work. 

A])art from the formal subjects of instruc¬ 
tion, it is ol importance that the school-boy 
should acipiire a taste for j(‘a<ling and thiougli 
it a store of that general knowled^t* which is 
the foil FI da t ion of culture. I’hese aie notably 
laeking at present and thi* school should d«*vise 
ways to impart them. Books should be mor*' 
carefully s(*b*cted and librari(*s should be ma«le 
more e4isily accessible. It is not unusual now 
lo'find a sehool library, whicli is open only 
once a week and from whicli the issue of books 
foi* reading in sidiool oi* for taking home is 
made as difficult as possible. Ins])ection has 
shown that in many cas(*s lilirary books are 
kept in a disiirderly fashion, equipment 
jumliled together, st^itionery and other arlicb*s 
thrown anywhere, instruments and maps un- 
caied for, pictures in ebiss rooms dirty and 
the school compound bare and untended. In 
some cases the library books are not at all 
suitable for school-boys. There are, however, 
a few schools, where a daily bulletin is ])ui up 
on the notice board, consisting of cuttings on 
interesting topics from the news])aper and 
where at the end of each day five minutes an* 
set apart for a talk on some general subject 
by one of the te^ichers. These and other 
methods can be more wddely iised to arouse 
the pujiiTs interest and to disseminate general 
information. Government propose to make a 
beginning with Government schools and they 
further propose to examine the whole question 
of library facilities in schools. 

35. Responsibility of the parents—Reli¬ 
gious and moral teaching in schools.- But the 
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boy is in school only for five or six hours in the 
day and no sound scheme of education cun 
altogether leave out of account the rest of his 
time. For that, the school, unless it is a resi¬ 
dential scdiool, shares the resjjonsibility with 
the home and it is well to renieinber that, 
while the home and the school should co¬ 
operate, neither sliould trench on the legiti¬ 
mate province of the other. For inslance, 
education in India has often been denounced 
as “godless,” but the indictment is at least as 
much against the home as against the school. 
In a counlry wdiere ihere is such a variety of 
religions and where Government profess an 
attitude of religious neutmlity and wheie 
society itself is so thoroughly permeated with 
and (mntrollod by religious rules and 
observances, instruction in religion can be 
given most easily and most effectively in the 
home and the parent has no right to transfer 
his responsibility altogether to the school. 
At the S4ime time, in defereiK'e to the wnshes 
of a large section of the jieople that our schools 
must definitely inculcate some religious or 
moral teaching, Government arc preimred to 
make a beginning and the (jneslion is under ex¬ 
amination. 

30. Rosponsibility of the school: Cai^, 
etc. —On the other hand there are many things 
whi(‘h are best done corporately and wliich tin* 
school can organisi* better than the individual 
iwirent. The care of the health of the b,oy and 
his physical develojiment is a task which 
belongs in large measure to the school. Kverv 
school should have its playing fields, and, ev<‘n 
where much land is not available theje are 
small-area games which are e(‘onomieal of 
space and eipially interesting and useful. 

It often liappens, however, that the school 
regarils its responsibility as finished when it 
provides a ])laying field: it is far more 
imiiortunt that every boy should be indueed to 
|)lay. Not only is the superintendence of 
t(*aehers necessary, but also tlieir participation 
in games—iind on the ])laying fitdd tin* t<*aeh(*r 
can h<dj> the boy to learn many lessons which 
h(‘ can s(‘arcely l(‘arn as well in the class room, 
to co-op(*rate with others, to obey orders, to 
play fair, to accept defeat with eciuanimity. 

introduction of mid-day tiffin makes tlie 
institution of compulsory games t)mcti(*able: 
and if schools, wlum they a])])oin( teachers, 
could give weig-ht to athbdic prc wess they 
would have im*n who would be at once com¬ 
petent to supervise games and able to evoke 
the hero-worshij> and spirit of emulation 
latent in the boy. 

There is consid(»rable scope for the develop¬ 
ment of increasiul facilities for reer(»4ition, in 
the widest sense of the term, and extra-school 
a<‘tivities. These features of youthful life, 
which in other <‘Oiintries make it a period so 
full of interest, are almost unknown in Bengal. 

A wise headmaster helped by an enthusiasti<‘ 
staff will discover innumerable ways along 
which to proceed. Visits to local jtlaces of 
historical interest, to mills and factories, to 
techiiit'a! schools and agricultural farms, to 
waterworks and electric generating stations; 
the encouragemeut of hobbies and of interest 
ill machines and instruments, such as aero¬ 
planes, motor c4irH, mi(‘.rosco])es, Imrometers, 
etc.; school clubs, music^al and dramatic* ; hand¬ 
work, whether artistic or more narrowly edu¬ 
cational like the making of geogmphical 


models and plans; welfare and social work, 
the cleaning of tanks and jungle in villages 
and the care of the sick and those on pil¬ 
grimage or at melas and fairs—these are hut 
a few of the methods by wliich it is possible 
to arouse in children those instincts of 
iruriosity, c.reaiiveness, and syniimthy, wliich 
lie at the very foundation of all true educa¬ 
tion. 

In order to help schools whiidi are remote 
from the larger centres of population ami 
whoso staffs are, for that reason, out of touch 
with recent developments in educational pra<*- 
tice. Government propose that iieriodiial cir¬ 
culars will he issued coiituiiiiiig suggestions 
and plans for the use of tmehers. 

37. Other Aotivitllee* —Ajiart from org«i- 
iiised exercise and games, there are other 
ways in wliich the body, mind and character 
can lie developed. 33ie Scout movement and 
the Bratacdiari movement have already spreiid 
widely, l>ut in most schools tliey are re- 
pr(*sented hy a dozen or two dozen hoys in a 
school of some three hundred. There is still 
ahmidant scope for expansion and an even 
grwiter need for an improvement of the quality 
of the actual work done. The aim should be 
for tlie whole seliool to partieipale in a Hoy 
Scout demonstiaiion or Hrataehari display or 
games and siiorts. “A game for every boy 
and girl and every boy and girl in a game” 
should always be the objective. In the last 
resort, jiarents iind the eominunity generally 
will riglitly judge the value of such movements 
not by (heir reputation Imt by the definite 
results in their ehildien. There is at jiresent 
a real danger that tliey may be(‘onie meelia- 
nieal and superfi(‘ial; and schools and teachers 
are urged to make sure that they should not 
att(*nii)t more tluui tliey can do and that what¬ 
ever they do should lie dom» well. 

38. The “Block’^ system. —In all these 

ways the tciieher can eoim* near the boy in n 
friendly and inftirinal manner and can hel]) 
him; but here a little orgtinisiition is 

useful iind In some seliools the b(»ys are all 
divided into groups oi* blocks and each plaeinl 
under a teacher. TIk* timelier is exjieeted to 
get to know tlie boys of his group, their liomes, 
their progii'ss, their aptitudes and wimknesses 
and to helj) them in every wav he e^iii. A 
!i‘lationship of this kind is he1]>fnl and the 
tutor may lx* able to tiaii* and restjaiu bis 
])U|)ils ill many ways tliat ilie more formal 
intercourse of the class room d(H‘S not ])ermil; 
but it has its dangers: it would be useless to 
expect teaehms to know everything about the 
boys nor is it desirajile. The value of the 
relationship d<*pends on its being informal ami 
friendly and, if it becomes inquisitorial, more 
barm may be done than good. The boy lias 
a right to bis own reticences and resmves and 
n tmehi*r who jiushes bis way into them will 
naturally arouse resentment. 

39. Need for unified control: Secondary 

Board. —Many of the suggestions that have 
been made can be carried out at onet?, at any 
rate in Government and aided schools—and 
that is what Government propose. Hul it has 
long been recognised that any raditml reform 
of the secondary system is ditfimill, if not im- 
])ossible, as long as the present dual system 
of control exists. The University inn regard 
the high schools only as jueparatory to the 
colleges but they should be more. While, 
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therefore, Government K^adly reco^’iiise that 
in recent years the University has done much 
lo improve the state oi the hipfh schools, its 
work has naturally heeii limited and the consti¬ 
tution of a separate sinjifle controlling:*’ autho¬ 
rity is an essential condition of |}iorou^»'li 
reorjranis 4 ilion. (Joverninent consid(M* thal 
the proj)er course would he to estahlish ii Ihwird 
of Secondarv Kducutiori to conti'ol sill middle 
English and hi<»h schools, a Hoaiil on which 
there will h(‘ a(ie(|niitt‘ representation tor sill 
the dllferent inteiesls involved. The details 
of tlie cuTTicula and so forth can 1 k‘ hir^ely 
left to the Sei'ondai’V Uoanl to work out; hut 
the hroad princifdis to which attention hsis 
heen drawn in this Hesidutioii should ^•overn 
any future reor<^‘4inisation. 

40. Co-ordination of Madrasahs and other 
Schools- —(lovernmmit also (h’sire that the re- 
foiined madrasahs and the oi’dinary secon¬ 
dary schools should he co-ordinated so that 
])assa”*e fi’om one to the other and from either 
to the (‘olle< 4 ’es or ])i'of(*ssionat schools may he 
made easi(*r and duplication of institutions as 
far as })ossihh‘ avoidiMl. A scheme is under 
p re pa rat ion. 

41. Agricultural farming.— It has already 
heen mention(‘d that, in spite of thi‘ jiredomi- 
nuntly rural and aj.’ricultural character of the 
pi'ovime, the present system of education is 
better adapted to an ui’han rathm* than to a 
rural population. A child after a few years 
of school education develops a tendency to 
look u|)on a^’i’iculture as an occupation not 
helonji’inj.r suitahle to him. Tie loses in¬ 
terest in his ancestral pursuits and occupa¬ 
tions. Beno-al is fast losino* the position ii 
once lirdd owinp* to the ;.»*rowth of this spirit 
amono- its literate iieojile. The only way to 
check this is lo create an interest for the 
rdiild in a^-ricultural and rural voc4itions. It 
is therefore juoposed that every village pri¬ 
mary schofd and (»very middle or secondary 
school in rural areas shall liave a small plot 
of land for some foiin of agricultural or horti¬ 
cultural work such as is provided hy farm, 
^^arden or poultry. Hen^al villages have still 
enough land to spare for its si^liools. The 
pi’overhial liberality of Beno’alis, especially 
in educational matters, will always fiml some 
suitahle land for the school farm. The pro¬ 
prietary ri^’-lits of tliese lands need not lie 
transferred ti) the school; it would he (|uite 
etioufi’h if some land noiir the schmd were 
mad(‘ available for even a siuison or two. 

Fn the sidiool field or the ^mrdivn, the lioys, 
es|)ecially those of the iipfier classes, cun l»e 
us(‘fully employed during*’ spare hours on Sun- 
<lays and holidays in ^'•rowinp: flowers or 
v(‘^etahles or raising small crops or keeping’ 
poultry. Such occupiitions would he a de¬ 
lightful chan<»’e from the ordinary class 
routine and would he both attractive and 
helpful. Tn the rUillippines, practically all 
schools have wardens attached. Tn middle 
and secomlary schools, the farmin^: will fur¬ 
ther d(*velop, though some schools will take 
up otlluu* vocational work such as carpentry, 
weavin^^ masonry, hut-constructing^, etc. 
For ^^irls, handwork, cookinf.^, home-cmft, 
villajj^e hy<.ri<'n(^ he suh.siituied. 

A Isiy is very cpiick lo take the colour of his 
surroundiiifrs and the material environment 
affects him as surely, if not as profoundly, as 


the intellectual or spiritual. Plato said that 
he wlio lives in lovely surroundings will 
become lovely in soul. But many of our 
schools are unattractive without and within. 
It is not possible to erect new huiidin^.s 
everywhere, but mmh may he done im¬ 
prove and beautify the existing buildings, 
by a greater attention to cleanliness, neatness 
and order, by the removal of dnst and dirt, 
by pii'tnres on the walls and perhaps more 
Ilian all hy the cultivation of school gardens. 
Such gardens can hi' cared for by the hoys 
under the gnidam^e of a teacher and will 
serve nol merely to adorn the sidnud cpm- 
ponnd hut to keep the hoys engaged in a 
liealthy kind deliglitful occupation. If a hoy 
learns lo like books, games and flowers, there 
will nol he muidi wrong with him. 

4L\ Vocational Schools. —An integral part 
ol the scheme of (iovernment is the diversion, 
at different stages of g(MH*ral education, of 
such hoys as wish to go further to such in- 
stitnlionsas can give them the particular type 
of training for which they are best fitted. 
This invidves the provision of a ('arefiilly 
gi’aduated series of technical, vo(‘ational and 
]>rofessional schools and colleges, which will 
work in co-operation with the genei’al institu¬ 
tions. A"o<*4itional training can he given 
either in the ordimiry scIhmiIs as a part of or 
an alternative to the general cour.ses or in 
special vocatiomil schools. MdiUMtional 
ofiinion at the present time appears to incline 
to the vi(‘W that vocational training is best 
given in separate scliools. On the other 
hand, it is important that in general schools 
there should he some kind of manual tniin- 
ing or handicraft. This has nol only a high 
educative value as a s]>lendid training for the 
eye and tli(‘ hand and as a method of sidf-ex- 
jiression Jind creation, hut it may helfi hoys to 
discover iind test their aptitudes and may pre- 
(lis])nse some of them to technical careers. 
Rural scienc(», including some agricultural 
ti.iiining, g^irdening, c4irpcnlry, dnnving and 
painting, needlework, these are all subjects 
which .should form pait of the curriculum of 
the diffeVent types of primary and secondary 
schools. Tint tliey are intended to vary and 
widen the general training of the hoy and not 
to prepare him for 4i craft or industry. It has 
already heen projiosed that, in every Govern¬ 
ment and aided school and in the new type of 
primary and middle schools, the school I'om- 
fiound shall he anaiiged lo jirovide for a small 
farm or a kitchen or flower garden or .some 
other outside interest of this nature hut that 
in the prinikiry stage only hoys of the topmost 
class will do regular work therein. There is 
at present a definite scheme for vocational 
training in Bengal. Tn the junior teidinical 
schools there are artisan and techniiul 
classes suited respectively to the Iwirely 
literate and to those w'ho have finished the 
primary or middle stages. The senior tech¬ 
nical schools are intended for those who have 
passed the Matriculation or Tntermediate. 
What is needed is perhaps a more didailed 
programme and a more extensive system of 
sclioids on the.se general lines. The pro- 
po.sed rural primary sidiools will give a l)oy u 
general training for his ancestral occupation 
of agriculture; hut there should he also 
scliools for teaching village industries such as 
carpentry, basket-making and so forth. The 
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urban primary schooU abould lead out to the 
middle acIiooIh and alno to industrial schools 
imparting a general training in small url)an 
industries, such as smithy and carpentry. 
The hoy who passes out of the middle verna¬ 
cular sc^hool will have the choicie between 
agriculture, primary teachers’ training and 
industrial stdiools of a rather more advanced 
type—and the same or sliglitly different 
schools would be open to the boy who has 
passed tJlie middle English slage. Similarly, 
there should be craft schools for boys who 
liave finished the higher secondary stage. 
There will thus be three grades of technical 
or vocational schools and hoys should be able 
to jwiss from one to the other, if they so wish, 
just as they pass from one stage of general 
education to ihe next. 

43. Medical inspection of High School 
Childrorit —In the past tlie medical examina¬ 
tion of students has not formed a part of 
8ch(H)l work. We are still far fi’om the time 
when regular health inspection of primary 
s(^hool pupils is possible. Hut the examina¬ 
tion of the hoys of the top five classes is a 
task that can he easily taken up. Most iniini- 
cijmlities and all the district hoards have Gov¬ 
ernment TTealth Officers and the medical in- 
spe(dion of school children is a part of their 
duties. Unfortunately sufficient attention is 
rarely given to this side of the work mainly 
(»wing to the lack of interest of the school 
authorities. It is, therefore, proposed that 
every sclund will have one leacher or two 
teachers in charge of the medical inspection of 
ils pupils. It will he his duty to write to the 
Health Offic*er U) come from time to time and 
medically inspect the hoys. He will main¬ 
tain a medical inspection register, see that 
action is taken on oa(*h defect, if iiecessijry by 
placing the matter before the Managing 
(k)mmittee or by arranging with the local 
luKspitul or lo(u] medical practitioner for free 
treatment of the poorer pupils. The liead 
master will generally take steps to develop the 
hahit of (deanliness in djess and person and 
will arrange with tlu' Ileallh Officer for regu- 
liir (piiniue treatment of tlie pupils in the 
malarious season. 

44. Deflcient School Areas.— In any pro- 
])osaIs of redistribution, it sliould be borne in 
mind, a fact which the Government fully re¬ 
cognise, that all Bengal is not overschooled, 
and there are areas which re(|uire more schools 
than they liuve at presenl. It is pro¬ 
posed that in the reorganisation of schools the 
m'eds of smdi areas will Ix' specially (‘onsider- 
(»d and it is hoped that this will meet the re¬ 
quirements of the educationally backward com- 
munitios. 

46. Mass Education.— With the introduc¬ 
tion of ihe new Constitutional lleforms, the 
province will need an intelligent and informed 
electorate, caj)ablo of judging the economic 
ami political issues of im])ortaiico. Tlie jiro- 
hlem, therefore, of educating th(» masses, apart 
from making them literate, will soon assume 
definite importance and the Government feel 
that some begipning should be made at an 
early date. The work of educating villagers 
through the Inspectorate has already been out¬ 
lined. Another proposal is that important 
villages should possess village Halls with a 
Biuall library attached, cimiaiiiiug books 
suitable to village needs and requirements. 


But this can be develo^ied only if ih« tmblie 
and the people interested come forward with 
their sympathy, co-operation and generous 
help. 

4G. Proposed Progrimme.—Such is the 
outline of the proposals which Government now 
put forward for the improvement of elementary 
and secondary education. They are designed, 
on the one hand, to adapt the whole system to 
the social and economic background of the peo- 
pie and ihe social and economii^ requirements 
of the province, so that a healthy (iorrelation 
may be established betw’een demand and sup¬ 
ply, needs and aptitudes, work and talents; on 
the other liand, they are intended to improve 
the quality of tlie training now' given, so that 
a child should not only get wliat he is fitted 
for, but should get the best training possible, 
a training not only of the memory but of the 
mind, of the body, of character. 

Until the finam^ial condition of the province 
improves it w'ill not he possible to nut into 
iractice at once many of the proposals which 
rave been adumbrated in the pieceding para- 
gmphs. But, thougli progress may he slow, 
the public lias a right to know what is the goal 
aimed at and how' it will lie reached. A 
tentative programme has, therefore, lieen 
drawn up to indicate liow Government propose 
to attack the problems of education in 
]h*ugal: — 

(1) Creation of a Board of Secondary Educa¬ 
tion. 

(2) Transformation of the existing sysiam 
of ])rimary schools into one of four-class four- 
teacher scliools with a revised syllabus. 

(3) lleorganisation and extension of ihe 
system! of teacher training both foi primary 
and for secondary schools. 

(4) lieorganisation of the inspectorate 
for primary schoeds. 

(6) InsiKtenco on the provision and mainten¬ 
ance of arrangements for healthy extra- 
academic activitie.s in all (xovernment and 
aided secondfiry schools and the w'itlidrawuil of 
grants from schools which do not fulfil these 
conditions within a fixed time. 

(()) Provision of a “vocational” side to the 
instruction in seiamdary sidiools and in the 
highest classes in jirimary schools. 

(7) Survey of secondary schools with ihe 
ultimate object of the establishment of scliools 
where they are necessary, and the (‘onsolida- 
tioii or amalgamation of schools in ”over- 
s(*hooled” areas, 

(8) Transformation of middle English 
schools in rural areas to middle vernacular 
schools. 

(9) Co-ordination of the work of maktabs 
and primary schools, and of madrasahs and 
secondary s(*bools. 

(10) Introduction of some form of religious 
or moral instruction in schools. 

(11) Legislation, if necessary, to prevent 
wastage in primary schools. 

(12) Institution of final examinations at the 
end of the primary and middle stagers. 

(13) Provision of craft classes at tlie end of 
the primary and middle stages. 

(14) Eulargenieut of the scope of the village 
school to serve as a village welfare centre in 
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co-operation with other departinenis and utili¬ 
sation of the Inspecting Staff for this work. 

(16) Better arrangonients for tlie niodical 
inspection of children, 

(IG) Revision of curriculuju on the lines ])re- 
viously indicated. 

47. Principles underlying proposal8.-~~T)ie 

proposals wliich Governinenl arc making are 
bused on two generally re<(>gnise(l facts: first, 
that the real objeeis of the different stages of 
eduealion have been till now confused or 
neglected, so that it has become necessary to 
envisage and d(‘fim> them a fresh and organise 
eac-h stage with reference to its object; and, 
secondly, that the (piality of the instniction 
now given is so unsatisfactory that in many 
cases it does more harm tliaii good and tlie 
youtli of the province is being defrauded of 
its rights. ldu*s(' are llu’ facts which have 
dictated the proposals and by wliicli they have 
to be judged, (lovcunment have no d(‘sire 
wliatevei' to make the commodity of education 
more expensive or to restrict the supply; on 
the contrary, they are proposing to offer a 
wider variety, a better distribution, so that 
every ])oy may he able to <)l)tain what is best 
adapted to his capacity and best fits him to 
serve tlie country, and, at tlie same time, to 
improve the (juality of the product. 

48. Governimmt believe that the proposals, 
if adopted, ^\ilI remove or mitigate the chief 
evils and wealvnes.ses of the • existing educa¬ 
tional system. The problem of tlie large 
numbers of unfit pupils in schools and colleges 
will be solved, first, by tlio ruralisation of the 
primary and middle v(M*naciilar schools wliicli 
Avill k('ep tlie average village lioy in the 
village; secondly, by the provision of alterna¬ 
tive cours(*s a( I he different stages in the 
vocational, technical and professional institu¬ 
tions; thirtlly, hy tlie oiganisation of eacli 
stage of general educ^ition as more or less 
complete in itself; lastly, by better teaching 
in the seluMd itself and by more? individual 
care and atttuition. The prol)lom of the largo 
numbeis of bad seliools will be solved partly 
by a better and more unified selierne ot con¬ 
trol and by the grant of recognition and aid 
only to sch(K)ls for whicli there is a need and 
whieli are efficient. Government will give 
more g(Mierons giants, but only to institutions 
wliieh hav(‘ a reasonalile number of pupils in 
each class, an adetjuate and well-paid staff' 
and arrangcnu'iits for extra academic acti¬ 
vities. Scholarships will be open only to 
pupils from such scluMds and will ]>e tenable 
only in such scluxd.s. 

49. The problem ol unemployment among 
the educated (dasses will probably be simpli¬ 
fied by the diversion of largo numbers of 
boys unfit for higher education at different 
stag(*s and by tlie increased provision of craft 
classes. The ])rob1em of political terrorism 
will b(‘ mitigated by more ad(‘(juate control 
over schools, by greater facilities for and 
insistence* on giunes and outdoor uidivities, 
by the more vigorous exertion of the influence 
of teacheis over tiieir pupils, and generally by 
providing lioaltby outlets for the energy and 
idealism of l)oys; and, in another way, hy the 
reduction of unemployment. 

50. There are other matters to which Gov¬ 
ernment are giving their (careful considera¬ 
tion : these include the development of female 


education, the reorganisation of the college 
system and the special problems affecting the 
Muslim community and the scheduled castes 
and educationally backward classes. It has 
not been found possible to deal with these 
questions in this Resolution, but Government 
liope to formulate fhoir proposals in these 
spheres as early as possible. 

Tlie early esfablishment at Rajshahi Col¬ 
lege of an Agricultural Institute with the 
help of the endowment of the late Kumar 
Basania Kumar Roy will provide an interest¬ 
ing experiment in the development of farm 
work in combination with a scieniific labora¬ 
tory training. With the assistance of the 
Ministry of Agriculture, schemes have been 
drawn up for training in dairy work includ¬ 
ing preparation of butter, cheese, etc., poultry 
upbringing and horticulture; the latter, it is 
jiroposed, should comprise, among other things, 
the growing of garden produce, and the pre¬ 
paration of such things as syrups, jams, etc., 
from fruit. Besides those who join the 
Institute as full-time pupils, students of the 
college, will be encouraged to employ their 
spare time in taking courses at the Institute. 

The Government College at Krishnagar 
with its extensive grounds is another obvious 
pbue for sucli experimental work, and the 
(‘stablislinieiit of a Government fruit research 
iiistituie in Nadia district points to training 
in fruit-farming as the natural adjunct for 
the (college. There are other colleges in 
Bengal where agri<*ultural and vocational 
works can be taken up, provided public 
ofiinion gives sympatlietic response to the new 
]\uv of educational activities. 

51. Public opinion invited.— Government 
believe that a tliorougb overhauling of the 
whole system of education has long been over- 
du(». The defects and weaknesses they have 
sketched are far-reaching and every day 
beixime more threatening. The time has 
come for a well-considered policy and for 
vigorous aid ion. Government have put for¬ 
ward the tentativi* scheme outlined above, but 
they recognise that it is not possible to carry 
out any scheme of edm*ational improvement, 
unless it is supported by public opinion and 
has borne the test of scrutiny by educa¬ 
tionists. Government, therefore, do not 
intend to proceed further with the proposals 
until those interested in the future of educa¬ 
tion and the welfare of the province have had 
an op])ortunity of expressing their opinion on 
them. Government will give the most care¬ 
ful (!onsidenition to any criticism and any 
allcrnative proposals that may be brought to 
their notice.

Analysis of Typical examples of Asiatic and European Sculpture based 
on the study of a limited number of standard works of Sculptural Art 
with special emphasis on Asiatic Sculpture. 

The University will prepare and publish lext-books including repro¬ 
ductions of selected masterpieces of Art recommended for study.

13. In order to pass the Matriculation Examination a candidate 
must obtain—

(ii) 30 per cient. of tlie total marks in each of the other subjects; 

(iii) 3G per cent, of the total marks in the aggregate of all the 
compulsory papers. 

Provided that if a candidate has obtained less than 30 marks in an 
additional subject, that is, a subject other than those which a candidate 
must take under Se(;tion 8 or Se<;tioh 9, such marks shall not be 
included in the aggregate. If a candidate has passed in the compulsory

16. Any candidate who has failed in one subject only and by not 
more than 6 per cent, of the full marks in that subject and has shown 
merit by gaining First Division marks in the aggregate shall be allowed 
to pass. In order to determine the division in which such a candidate 
will be placed and his place in the division, the number of marks by 
which he has failed in one subject shall be deducted from his aggregate. 

1(). If the Examination Board is of opinion that, in the case of any 
candidate not covered by the preceding Regulations, consideration 
ought to be allowed by reason of his high proficiency in a particular 
subject, or in the aggregate or for any other reason, it shall forward 
the case to the Syndicate with a definite recommendation and the 
reasons for such recommendation.

(???) A register containing the names of Head Masters, Assistant 
Head Masters and Assistant Tcacliers referred to in sub-sections (/) and 
(/?) above shall be maintained by the T^niA^ersity. 

9 (D). Tliree years after the R(‘guIations have come into force no 
tea(‘her of a recognised school shall he alloAved to teach English in any 
of the classes unless he is qiialified to do so under Section 9 (B). 

9 (E). No school shall he allowed to send up candidates for the 
Matriculation Kxamiiiation if Class X has been opened without the 
permission of the TTniversity. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

Of the regulations. 

19. The results of the Matriculation l^xamination shall be c-ou- 
sidered annually by the Syndicate with a view to ascertaining the 
broad lines along whicdi improA^ement in tea<‘hing is necessary and 
practicable, and the conclusions arrived at shall be communicated to 
the sfihools with suggestions as to action. Particular attention should be 
paid in this connection to the question of the introduction of new and 
improved methods of teaching Englisli and Science and such ► of the 
suggestions either in regaril to this (juestion or other which may 

arise from a survey of the results, as may he placed before the Syndicate 
by the agemy entrusteil with this work and are approved by the 
Syndicate, shall be communicated to the sclumls hy means of cinmlars 
for necessary action. 

CHAPTER XL-B. 

English Teachership Examination. 

1. The Examination for English Teachership Ceriiticate shall he 
lield twice in each year, ordinarily in January and Julj', in Calcutta 
and in such other places as shall, from time to lime, be appointed by 
the Syndicrate, tiie date to be duly notified. 

2. I^nless otherwise provided a candidate for the h]xaininHtion must 
have passed the Intermediate Examination and have ser\’ed in a 
recognised sc hool as a teacher for at least one year prior to the 
Examination. Provided, howeA’er, that if the camtidate has already 
graduated in any Faculty, he will be alloAved to appear at the 
Examination without being required to serve as a teacher. 

He shall also produc*e a certificate to show that he has undergone for 
at least eight weeks (whic^h need not be consecutive) a special short 
course of training organised or recognised by the University for the 
purpose. 

Provided that all persons aaJio have been teachers in English in 
recognised schools on Jllst March 1935 will be entitled to appear at 
the Examination after having undergone training as above. 

3. Every candidate for admission to the Examination shall send 
his application to the Registrar with a certificate in the form prescribed 
by the Syndicate and a fee of Rs. 10 not less than two months before 
the date fixed for the commencement of the examination. 
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4. A caiulidate who fails to pass or present himself for the 
examination shall not be entitled to a refund of the fee. A candidate 
may be admitted to one or more subsequent examinations on payment 
of a like fee of Rs, 10 on each occasion but he will not be required to 
attend any further course of training;. 

5. The Examination shall !be written, oral and practical, and shall 
be conducted on the lines of syllabus to be drawn up from time to time 
by the Syndicate on the joint recjommendaiion of the Board of Studies 
in English and tlie Board of Studies in Teaching. The Paper-setters 
and Examiners shall be appointed by the Syndicate on the joint recom¬ 
mendation of the Boards. The Syndicate shall also appoint an 
Examination Board to consider the results and reimrt the same to the 
Syndicate for confirmation. 

(). The written examination shall consist of one paper. The oral 
examination will be held mainly with a view to testing the candidate’s 
ability to read English prose and poetry and his ability to carry on an 
ordinary (onversation in English. The practical examination will be 
held with a view to testing the (aindidate’s ability to teach English in 
any of the classes of a recognised^ Higli School. 

7. Tlie examination shall be conducted as follows; — 

(a) W ritten — 

A small number of books will be recommended for study from whicli 
question of a g-eneral character will l)e set and the (‘andidates will be 
exj)ected to answer them in tlie form of short essays. A choice of 
questions will be given. 

(b) (hill— 

Each candidate shall be examined by a Board of at least two 
examiners in— 

(i) Reading aloud Prose and Poetry; 

(//) (Vmversation. 

(c) Pracfirul — 

The candidate’s ability to teach English shall be tested by a lesson 
on a subject selected by a candidate beforehand in such a manner as 
may be prescribed by the Syndicate. 

tS. 150 marks shall lie assigned to the AVritten Examination. The 
minimum reijuired for a pas.s shall be 0(1 marixs. 

150 marks shall be assigned to the ( bal l^xamination, of whicli 100 
marks shall be allotted to the reading of English prose and poetry and 
50 marks to conversation. The minimum recpiired for a pass shall be 
00 marks. 

200 marks shall be assigned to the Practical Examination. The 
Tuinimum required for a pass shall be 100 marks. 

No (‘uiulidate shall he declared to have passed, unless he shall have 
obtained the prescribed minimum in eacli of the written, oral and 
practicail portions of the examination. Under certain circumstances 
enumerated in paragraph 0 of this chapter, exemptions from appearing 
iit the written examination may, however, be obtained. 

9. The following teachers who have been in service in recognised 
schools on the "Usi March, lOdo,* but wher do not possess the quulifica- 
tion.s mentioned in Section 9 (B) of Chapter XXT of the Regulations 
shall he exempted from appearing at the written jmrtion of the 
examination : — 

(?) Head Masters of rec^ognised schools. 

(?/) All Assistant Head Masters and Assistant Teacuers who have 
served as teachers of English in recognised schools. 

10. Graduates who obtained not less than 50 per cent, marks in the 

aggregate in English in their B.A. Examination may be exempted from 
appearing at the written portion of the examination, even if they have 
not served as teacliers. . 

11. (Candidates must apj>ear at the Written, Oral and Practical 
Examinations together, unless otherwise exempted. If any candidate 
j)ass(*s in the written portion, but fails in the Oral and/or Practical, he 
will be entitled to appear at the Oral and/or Practical portion of the 
examination as the case may be, in the next three examinations. In 
<*ase a candidate fails to pass during this period or fails in the written 
])(»rtion of the examination, he wall have to sit at all the portions of the 
examination (written, oral and practical) a^ain. 

12. As soon as possible after the examination the Syndicate shall 
publish a list of successful candidates arranged in alphabetical order 
of the surnames of the candidates in one class.

thereof will come into force will be notified in due course.

1. Private stufleuis are those who have not 
attoiidod any recognized or unrecognized High 
English School for at least one year previous 
to ti e Matriculation Examination. The term 
“private students” includes temihers of 
schocls. 

‘J. l^rivaie candidates must appear at the 
Test Examination to he held on Monday, the 
9th Dccemhcr 1935, and the following days 
at aiiy of ilie rTOVernment High Schools in 
the (iistricts of TTooghly, Howrah, Banhura 
and llirhhum or at the Bengal-Nagpur Pail- 
way Indian High School at Kharagpur. 

3. Ap})li(‘ation8 for admission to the Test 
Examination must he supported by the follow¬ 
ing ])arti(‘ulars: — 

(a) jjcaving certificate (in original) granted 
to the candidate by the headmaster of the 
recognised school in which he last read, or an 
affidavit sworn by the guardian before a com¬ 
petent Court that the candidate has never at¬ 
tended any school. 

In the cjise of a candidate wdio previously 
api)(‘ared at the Entrance or Matriculation 
Examination, the Pegistrar’s or Controller’s 
receipt (in original) for the fee paid. 

(h) A documentary evidence (such as 
horoscope or an affidavit sworn by the guardian 
before a competent Court), regarding the age 
of the candidate who never attended any recog¬ 
nised school.

(g) Ordinary place of residence (address in 
full); and duration of residence. 

(h) Father’s name, as well as guardian’s 
name, and, address. 

4, Each private candidate will have to pay 
a fee of Bs. 5, which should be remitted to 
^ Inspector of Schools, Burdwan Division, 
Chinsura, along with his application for 
Mmission to the Test Examination by the 16th 
November 1935, after which date a fine of 
Us.

As I was in Europe 
when the Select Committee sat at Darjeeling I could neither participate nor listen to the 
discussions that took place at that stage. I think it is the primary duty of Government 
to provide for irrigation of the country under its charge and not to tax the people for 
the same, but in the present circumstances no improvement is possible without further 
taxation. 1 think Government should not share any profit accruing from improvement 
of land but may recover the amount of actual cost incurred with interest on the ca])ital 
invested. 1 have also got objections to some of the provisions of the Bill which I intend 
to submit when the Bill will come up to the House for discussion.

(//) a soak pit, as ([(‘scribed in by-law 
No. 33(a) of the 1110(1(4 by-kiws or, 
n^garding privies, urinals and dmiiis 
of water-carriage system, 

(///) a municipal drain. 

(). /'Voor.—The floor of every servic(».privy 
and ('very service-urinal shall— 

(1) be made of cement or other inqiervious 
Tuaterial, or if the owner so desires, of glazed 
tiles, artificial stone, or glazed sanitary ware; 

(2) be in every part at a lieight of not less 
tlian six inches above the level of the surface 
of the ground adjoining the iirivy or urinal, and 

(3) be made with a fall or iiiclinalion of at 
least half an inch to the foot towards tlie drain 
specified in by-law 6. 

7. Walls,—Th(^ wmlls and roof of every ser¬

(r) tlie said reeeptaede shall he water-tight, 
and sliall be made of metal, well- 
tarred earthenware or glazed stone¬ 
ware, and sliall lie of smdi (‘.onstruciion 
and shape as the Chairman may con¬ 
sider suitable; 

((/) the door of the ojiening for the insertion 
and removal of the said receptacle 
shall he so made as c()m|)letely to cover 
the said opening.

(6) A Magh in the (k)x’s Bazar subdivision manufacturing cheroots in bis 
own bouse may sell cheroots so manufactured without a license, provided ho 
sells them to a holder of a license under the Act.

2. Private candidates must appear at the 
Test Examinati^on to he held on Monday, the 
9ih December 1935, and the following days 
at any of the Government High Stdiools in 
the districts of Hooghly, Howrah, Bankura 
and Birbhum or at the Bengal-Nagpur Hail- 
way Indian High School at Kharagpur. 

3. Applications for admission to the Test 
Examination must he supported hy the follow¬ 
ing particulars: — 

(a) Leaving certifi(?ate (in original) granted 
to the candidate hy the headmaster of the 
recognised school in which he last read, or an 
affidavit sworn by the guardian before a com¬ 
petent Court thal the candidate has* never at¬ 
tended any school.

1. If so required by the Commissioners for 
the prevention of anthrax, every case of sud¬ 
den death of an animal shall be reported to 
them for proper investigation as to the exist¬ 
ence of anthrax within the municipal limits. 

2. The carcass of an animal known or 
suspected to liave died of anthrax shall not 
be skinned, but the whole carcass shall be 
disjiosed of either by burning completely or 
by burial in lime. In the latter case the 
carcass shall be buried in quicklime at a depth 
of at least six feet below the ground level. 

3. Whenever the removal of the carcass 
of an animal suspected to have died of anthrax 
to a place of disposal is decided upon, the 
removal shall be conducted undir the strict 
supervision of the Health Officer or other com¬ 
petent officer appointed by the Commissioners 
in this behalf with due regard to measures 
necessary to prevent the spread of infection 
therefrom. 

4. Every stable in which an animal has 
died of anthrax shall be thoroughly disinfect¬ 
ed with suitable material. For lime-wash the 
Commissioners may require that four ouni’es 
of chloride of lime containing 33 per cent, of 
available chlorine should be mixed with every 
gallon of water. 
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6, The wool, lur or hoir of aoimals known

•J. I’rivate candidates must appear at the 
Test Examination to be held on Monday, the 
9th December 1930, and the following days 
at anv of the (Jovernment High behools in 
the districts of Hooghly, Howrah, Bankura 
and llirhhum or at the Bcngal-Nagpur Bail- 
way Indian High School at Kliaragpur. 

3. Applications for admission to the IVst 
Examination must be supported by the follow- 
iiiff particulars: — 


(rt) Leaving certificate (in original) granted 
to the candidate by the headmaster of tlie 
recognised school in which be last read, or an 
affidavit sworn by the guardian before a com¬ 
petent Court that the candidate has never at¬ 
tended any school.

We, the members of the Select Committee of the Bengal Legisla¬ 
tive Council to M’hich the Bengal, Agra and Assam Civil Courts (Bengal 
Amendment) Bill, 1934, was referred by a motion carried in the Bengal 
Legislative Council on the 30th July, 1936, have the honour to submit 
this our Report with the Bill, embodying amendments recommended by 
us, annexed. All matter omitted by the Select Committee has been 
printed in italics and enclosed in square brackets and all new mattei 
inserted has been underlined. 

(1) The Bill was published in English in the CaZcw//a Gazette of the 
29th November, 1934, before introduction. 

(2) The Ck)nimitteo met for the first time on the 5th August, 1935, 
and concluded its sitting on the 6th Augu.st, 1935. 

(3) . We do net consider that the Bill has been so altered as to 
require rcpublication. 

(4) The changes made in the Bill arc as follows :— 

ClauSB 1.—We have completed the year of the Act in clause 1 (7). 

Clauses.—The figures “141” were a misprint for “114”. This has 
been corrected. 

Clausa 5.—We have redrafted clause !) so as to empower the Local 
Government to invest a Munsif with jurisdiction up to three thou.sand 
five hundred rupc'es so long as he holds his Court at a place where the 
Court of a (Subordinate Judge is held. 

Clause 7.—We have leduced the limits of “one thousand rupee.s” 
and “five hundred rupees” to "seven hundred and fifty” and “three 
hundred” resy)ectively, as we consider the lower limits more desirable 
for the present. 

While we recommend that the Bill, as reported on by us, be passed, 
we express the- hojre although we are assured that there is no siuh 
infimtion on the part of Government, that the extended powers new 
provided in the Bill will not result in adversely affecting, or be u.s( d 
to the detriment of, the financial jrrospects of Munsifs in the service of 
Goverairaent.

No, 1752R.—In tlie notificalion dated the 
7th May 1884, published ut page 590, Part I 
of the CfilntUa Gazette.^ dated the I4th May 
1884, the boundary between the district of 
Sylhet and Hill Tippera (Tripura State) was 
described, for the ])orlion extending Kistward 
from the Iktiarpur masonry pillar to a noinl 
on the TiUiigai river due wesl of ihe (3ihatii- 
chuni or Koylalyon Hill Slat ion, as that 
defined on the maps of 18()(M)5 and marked 
on llie ground by pakka pillars as ordered in 
Government letter No. 1255, dated the 31st 
March 1865. Hut owing to (he erratic course 
of a streamlet named Murui chara a dispute 
arose regarding the correct boundary running 
along that streamlet and included in the noti¬ 
fication mentioned above. This disputed 
portion of the boundary lying between the 
junction of the Murui chara with the Manu 
river and the Fenai (diara post was surveyed 
jointly and deinaniated by ])illars in 1918-19. 
It is now found exj)e(lient to notify this 
portion of the boundary as follows: — 


‘‘From the conflneuce of the Manu river » 
und Mu mi (duim the boundarv runs in an 
easterly direction up the midstream of the 
latter till it becomes broad and swampy for 
some distance on the south and Kist of the 
bi(»]) like area known as the “Jlagher l)il,” 
thence along the mi<lstreum of this })roiid 
l)ortion till the chara resumes its nnrtnal 
course and from there the midstream of the 
said (‘hara as surveyed jointly in 1!)18-I9 l)y 
the Assam Survey Dejmrtment and a surveyor 
of the Tripura State and shown in the ma]), 
then pre])ared, to a point about a furlong west 
of the Fenai chara post, wdiere the Mumi 
chara leaves tlie Sylhet Trii)um State 
boundary und where pakku pillar has been 
erected; thence direct to the Fenai cham 
post.** 


“This portion of tlie boundary has been 
demarcated with thirty pillars iiicdiiding the 
Dattagram pakka pillar and tlie Fenai cliara 
post/'

L*. Private students must apjiear at the

No 
private student will he admitted to the Test 
Examination unless lie is aceompanied for the 
fuirpose of identification by some person 
known to the headmaster of the institution in 
which he appears. 

b. Ajiplication for ])orniission to appear at 
tlie Test Examination must he sent in time in 
duplicate in the onidnsed form so as to reach 
this otiico not later than the 15th November 
19^5. 


A stinlent who failed to pass or 
appear ai tlie annual examination for promo¬ 
tion to class X at ihe end of the session 1904 
and then loft the school can, under no circiim- 
stonces, be allowed to ap[)ear at the Test Exa¬ 
mination. 


6. The Inspector on being satisfied will 
grant necessary permission and return the 
ajiplication, which will then be the candi¬ 
date’s passport for admission to the Test 
Examination.

Jistrsseed areas of Murshidabad. In Birbhum 286 persons were employed on test relief works on Saturday, the 20th July 
1936. In Bankura relief measures have been restarted and only 3 men were employed on test relief works on Saturday, the 
20th Jul}/ 1935. The average price of common rice for the province has fallen by about 0*28 per cent, as compared with 
that of the previous week.

{Note ,—On an average of the five years ending 
1932-33, the area under til in Bengal has 
represented some 2*4 per cent, of the total 
area under til in British India.) 

Character of the season .—The weather was, 
on the whole, unfavourable both for the period 
of sowing and growing in North and West 
Bengal. As a result outturn was reduced. 
In East Bengal, on the other hand, occasional 
showers facilitated sowings and growth thereby 
increasing the area and outturn generally. 


Acreage .—The area sown this year is esti¬ 
mated at 115,200 acres as against 107,300 acres 
last year. 

Ovtturn .—From the District OflScers* esti¬ 
mates the average outturn of the crop for the 
province works out at 81 per cent, of the 
normal this year as against 77 per cent, last 
year. 

Taking the normal yield as 7 2/5th maunds 
per acre, the gross outturn of the crop for the 
province is estimated at about 25,400 tons 
this year as against 22,500 tons last year.

1. it was pointed out last year that 
the decrease of civil di.sol>edience pri¬ 
soners had not been accom{)anied by 
any corresponding decrease of ordinary 
prisonei'.s during 1933. During 1934, 
the admi.ssions e.xcf'eded those of 1933 
by 3,185 (including transfers) and the 
average dailv strength rose from 
21,405-39 to' 21,850-.57, the highest 
average of any year during the past 
decade, except 1932. Although the two 
special jails at Dum Diim and the one 
at Dijli, started during the civil dis¬ 
obedience period, were kej)! ojxm. all 
the central jails and most of the district 
jails w'ere consistently overcrowded 
resulting in great .strain upon the 
adininistrative staff. It seems clear 
now that there is no hope of the jail 
population l)eing reduced again to the 
level of the average of the years ))reced- 
ing 1930, and it has l)ecome imperative 
that ste))s should now' be taken to in- 
I l ease the permanent accommodation in 
the jails to cope with a ])ernianently 
increased jail pop-ulation. 

In spite of the increase in the number 
of prisoners, bow'ever, the total cost of 
guarding and maintenance fell from 
Rs. 29,44,204 in 1933 to Rs. 29,07.789, 
the average cost per head being Rs. 1294 
against Rs. 133-9 in 1933. It is gratify¬ 
ing to find that the cost of maintenance 
and guarding has thus increased by 14 
per cent, only, though the average daily 
population has increased by 56 per cent, 
over that of 1929. 

2. The number of terrorist prisoners 
at the close of the year was 445 against 
850 at the close of the preceding year, 
the number admitted during the year 
being 761 against 741 of the previous 


year. Thirty-nine were deported to the 
Andamans, of whom 27 were from Ben¬ 
gal. Five were repiitriated on medical 
grounds and for I’elease. The presence 
of so many terrorists in jails was a 
source of constant anxiety, for they 
continued to del'y jail rules and the 
directions of the jail authorities, to 
make plans for escapes, and to attempt 
to seduce the weaker among the warder 
staff. In June 1934 two terrorist con¬ 
victs e.scaped from the Midnapore Jail, 
while soon after, three terrorist under¬ 
trials escaj)ed from the Rampurhat sub¬ 
jail. All these were recaptured. These 
escapes were follovved, on the 31st July, 
by the escape of four undertrial prison¬ 
ers of the Inter-Provincial Conspiracy 
case from the Alijiore Central Jail. 
One was recapttned the following day, 
but the remainder had not been traced 
when the year closed. It is evident that 
the custody of terrori.st prisoners pre¬ 
sents special features very different 
from tho.sc of the ordinary prisoners, 
and that precautions which are good 
enough for the latter do not suffice for 
the terrorist. The lack of adequate 
accommodation, ordinary and cellular, 
makes .segregation from other prisoners 
and from each other difficult. Since 
the close of the year projects for the 
extension of cellular accommodation in 
tw’o of the central jails have been sanc¬ 
tioned. but though they wdll ease the 
situation they w'ill not in any sense* be 
adequate to requirements. 

3. The earthquake of the 15th Janu¬ 
ary caused extensive damage to the jail 
buildings at Darjeeling. The shock 
was so .seve're that the major portion of 
the wall on the north side of the jail, the 
warders’ barrack on the north side, the 
main wards and the major jiortion of the 
perimeter wall collapsed beyond repair. 
There was, fortunately, no loss of life 
either among the .stafi' and their 
families, or the prisoners, 'fhe latter, 
however, w'ere panic-stricken, and had to 
Tie collected in the yard away from all 
.structures, and locked up for the night 
in the two worksheds, in the cells and 
in the hospital. None artempted to 
escape. The jailer and deputy jailer 
remained in the jail throughout the 
night supervising guarding, and the 
work of the wmrder staff was commend¬ 
able. 

The jails at Jalpaiguri and Dinajpur 
were also damaged by the earthquake 
but the damage was comparatively 
slight. 

4. It is gratifying to learn that as a 
result of the instructions is.sued last 
year, the number of boys .sent 'to the 
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Borstal School at Bankura instead of to 
jail has been steadily increasing. The 
number of admissions during the year 
under review was 172 against 90 in the 
previous year, and the nverage daily 
attendance rose from 177'32 in 1933 to 
214'64. The programme of education 
consists of literary, physical and indus¬ 
trial training supplemented by moral 
and religious instruction. Though the 
general standard aimed at is the j>rimary 
school stage, boys who are fit for higher 
education are given instruction up to 
the Matriculation standard. One 
hundred and ninty-se^ven boys appeared 
at the annual examination held by the 
Education Department of whom 153 
passed, and 7 boys read for th(j Matricu¬ 
lation Examination of 1935 during the 
year un9er report. It is repoj’ted that 
about 75 per cent, of the boys were illi¬ 
terate on admission, but all of them re¬ 
ceived instruction up to the ])rimary 
standard by the time of their release. 
The number of orders received from out¬ 
side was sufficient to keep the boys en¬ 
gaged in all branches of industries in 
which they receive training, throughout 
the year. On the physical side, regular 
exercises were given daily under a paid 
Drill Instructor and boys were allowed 
to play football, hockey and cricket, 
among other games, and in matches 
against outside teams. A beginning 
has been made with a scout troop which 
it is hoped to develop gradually. Fifty- 
two boys were released on licence during 
the year, and 20 on expiry, of whom 50 
(46 on licence and 4 on expiry) were sent 
to the Aftercare Association at Alipore. 
It is gratifying to learn that the greater 
part of them are reported to be leading 
steady lives. The success of the Borstal 
treatment must depend in a large 
measure on the guidance and assis¬ 
tance given to the offender subsequent 
to his discharge from the school, and 
while congratulating the Aftercare 
AsscKuation at Alipore on the good work 
done by them during the year, the Gov-* 
ernor in Council hopes that District 
Officers will end<!avour to form Aflercuire 
associations in those districts in which 
they do not at present exist. The Gov¬ 
ernor in Council is glad to learn that the 
Visiting Committee of the Borstal 
School visited the scluKd regularly and 
took great interest in its welfare. 

5. It is a matter of serious concern 
that the number of juvenile convicts 
shows no tendency to drop. This class 
of the jail population is i)eculiarly sen¬ 
sitive to political agitation, and tne in¬ 
crease in numbers in 1930 and 1932 was 


directly attributable to the general spirit 
of lawlessness which prevailed in thow 
years as the figure given below will 
show:—

The Civil Disobedience Movement haa 
been called off, but its aftermath re¬ 
mains, and probably accounts for the 
larger number of youths between 16—21 
who resort to crime. It may be hoped 
that as the economic situation improves 
and the political situation gets more 
settled there will be some decline in 
their number, but it is unlikely that it 
will ever get back to what it was before 
1930, and it seems likely that it will be 
necessary in the near future to have more 
institutions of the Borstal type. Mean¬ 
while, subjecjt to the limitations of ac¬ 
commodation and funds, special ariange- 
ments are being made for them as far aa 
possible. The former female jail at 
Berhampore has been set apart for 
juveniles and something on the lines of 
Borstal training is being attempted. 
The prisoners are given primary educa- • 
tion and physical training there under 
paid teachers, while instruction in use¬ 
ful handicrafts, such as weaving, tailor¬ 
ing, carpentry, etc., is imparted by well- 
behaved convict teachers. Lack of 
funds has so far stood in the way of re¬ 
placement of such instructors by a jiaid 
agency from outside. In the Alipore 
Central Jail rudimentary lessons in the 
vernaculars and English as well as indus¬ 
trial ti'aining and physical instruction 
are being given to adolescent criminals. 

In the Presidency Jail only primary edu¬ 
cation is imparted to this class of pri- 
.soners. 

6. The long detention of undertrial 
|)ri.soners has lieen the subject of annual 
comment for several years past. It is, 
therefore, ])leasant to record a distinct 
improvement in this respect in sc)me of 
the districts, e.g., Midnapore, 24- 
Parganas, Mymensingh, Faridjmr, 
Bakarganj and Tippera. But there are 
other districts which show a deteriora¬ 
tion in respect of undertrials both in 
Sessions and in Magistrates cases, the 
most notable of which are Hooghlv, 
Dinajpur, Pabna, Bt^ra, Rajsnalii 
(Sessions ca.ses only), and Chittagong. 

It is clear that continued vigilance la 
called for both on the part of District 
Magistrates and District Judges, sjieci- 
ally as the admission of undertrials has 
gone up very considerably in recent 
years, and is far in excess of the acaim- 
modation available for them. 
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7. Last year it was noticed with 
regret that tne number of short-term sen¬ 
tences of less than one month had in¬ 
creased from 9,166 in 1932 to 10,714 in 
1933, which was 60 per cent, higher than 
the number imposed in 1929. During the 
year under report the number increased 
still further to 13,629. The explanation 
probably is that there has been a large 
increase in petty crime, and in Railway 
cases, in which fines are difficult to rea¬ 
lise. Nevertheless, it must be reiicrated 
that such sentences are neither deterrent 
nor reformative, and the riovernor in 
{’ouncil trusts that trying courts will 
realise the harmful effect of bringing the 
chance offender into contact with the 
real criminal by sentences of this kind, 
and will try to avoid them by the im|) 0 - 
sition of alternative puni.shments. 

8. The presence of a large niimlier 
of terrorist prisoners, and the serious 
overcrowding to which reference has 
been made in the preceding paragraphs, 
must necessarily both impose a Aerv 
serious strain on the guard staff, which 
includes a large number of men recruit¬ 
ed on a temporary basis to cope with the 
overcrowding, arid also have untoward 
effects on discipline. It is not surpris¬ 
ing, therefore, that the number of dis¬ 
missals in the warder staff should have 
risen from 49 in 1933 to 58 in the year 
under report. But the total of dismissals 
was a go^ deal below the figure for 1932, 
which was 99, and considering the large 
number of the temporary staff, the in¬ 
crease is not more tnan might be expect¬ 
ed. It is satisfactory that the general 
standard of recruits continues to im¬ 
prove, and that steps are being taken to 
improve the standard of efficiency among 
head warders. Five senior warders (one 
from each circle) are being trained at 
the Police Training School, and it is ex¬ 
pected that on their return it will be pos¬ 
sible t<i make improvements in the effi¬ 
ciency of the whole force. 

The general discipline among ordinary 
convicts continued to be satisfactory. 

9. The Governor in ('ouncil has read 
with interest of the im|)rovement effected 
recently in the libraries in the central 
jails. With a larger influx of literate 
and educated prisoners it is necessary 
that the jails snould provide sufficient 
reading matter for those wlio want to 
use tneir spare time in this manner. 
Government have had occasion recently 
to review this matter and have directed 
that steps should be taken to improve the 
existing Jail libraries and to start new 
libraries in district jails. 

10. The net earnings from the jail 
industries increased from Rs. 3,30,050 


in 1933 to Re. 3,40,535 in spite of trade 
depression. The woollen factory at 
Dacca continued to do well and received 
orders from State jails. The profits of 
the jail depot increased slightly though 
unfortunately it lost a valuable order for 
blankets from the Indian Store Depart¬ 
ment. 

11. The Governor in Council regrets 
to note that sickness and mortality in¬ 
creased during the year. The total 
number of deaths was 282 and the death 
rate was 12-91 per mille against 10-8 
])er mille in 1933. The daily average 
sick rate was 788-9 against 761-98 in 
1933. The increase in deaths is ehiefly 
under dysentery, and pneumonia and 
other res])iratory diseases, and appears 
tf) point to the effects of overcrowding. 
On the other hand, variations do occur 
from year to year for which there is no 
adequate explanation. Thus in 1930 
and 1932 when the jails were greatly 
overcrowded, the death rate jier mille 
was respectively 9 3 and 10-52, while in 
1929 when the jail population was 
several thousands less, the ratio per mille 
was 12-2. This is a matter, nowever, 
which the Inspector-General should con¬ 
tinue to watch vigilantly. 

12. For reasons which have already 
been explained the conditions in the jails 
were still abnormal, and credit is due to 
the jail staffs for the manner in which 
they have carried out their difficult 
tasks. His Excellency in Council has 
read with particular pleasure, the names 
of officers who have been mentioned in 
the report of the Inspector-General for 
their good work, and he also takes this 
o[)portunity to record his satisfaction 
with the manner in which Lt.-Col. R E. 
Flowerdew, and Lt.-(vol. M. A. Singh, 
respectively, administered the depart¬ 
ment during the year. 

Order .—Ordered that a copy of this 
lesolution be forwarded to the Inspec¬ 
tor-General of Prisons, Bengal, for in¬ 
formation and guidance. 

Ordered that a copy of the report be 
submitted to the Government of India 
in the Home Department.

I— Civil Veterinary Department. 

The year under review was a eoniparadvtdy liealthy one for the 
live-stock of the province, the mortality lieing less than that of the 
previous year. 

2. The usual programme of preventive inoculation l\^v (lie “Seruni 
Alone” method for dealing with outbreaks of rinderpest was carried 
out with success, and l()d,12^3 animals wme protected by this method. 
But this method (confers shor( immunity and is relatively costly. 
Experiments were canied out for finding out new and improved methods 
of prophylaxis having regard both to efficiency and practicability in the 
field. As a result the new ‘‘Goat Tissue Vaccine” inethod has been 
found to be very efficacious, while its cost is approximately 1/oOth ot 
that of the “Serum Alone Method.” During the year 28,912 animals 
were protected by this new method. 

3. A new dispensary was opened at Satkania <luring the year. 
Tlie facilities for veterinaiy aid in (he ordinary care of animals^ in the 
mnfassal are still inadecjuale, hut it is gratifying (u note (hat interest 
is being taken by some local bodies for the construction and improve¬ 
ment of ve(orinai’y dispensaries. 

4. His Excellency aciing wiih the Minister in cliarge notes with 
pleasure the names of the oflicers of the def)nrtiiien( who did good work 
during the year and desires (o acknowledge also (he ellicient way in 
which Mr. Kerr discharged his duties. 

II— -Bengal Veterinary College. 

5. The College continued (o attract a laige number of candidates for 
admission from various parts of India and fropi outside it. rhere was 
also an imuease in the number of entrants from Btujgal. It is gratify¬ 
ing to note that the number of stipends awarded Ip the district hoards 
in this province iiiereased from 15 in 19”>2-33 to 29 in the year under 
review. 

(). During the yeai* a levised curriculum was introduced at the 
College which incorj)orated seveial neAV subj<‘cts to enable the veterinary 
graduates to keep abreast of the devtdopmeiit of veteriour>’ knowledge. 
The title of the College diploma was also changed from “Graduate of 
the Bengal Veterinary College” to “Graduate in Veterinary Science.” 

7. As usual the repojf of the Principal furnishes an interesting 
account of the activities in various branches of the College and hospital 
showing the usefulness ot the institution as a centre for the spread of 
veterinary knowledge. 

8. The Governor acting with the Minister in ehaige is pleased to 
notice the good w^ork done by the Principal, Mr. MacGregor. The 
names of members of the College staff who have been commended for 
good work have also been noted. He Is also pleased to acknowledge 
(be services rendered by the non-official members of the Committee of 
Management.

Smoke abatement. 

The (hnnmission recoj>nis(‘ that smoke abatement, to be snccessful, 
must liave ilie co-operation of the owners. Within tlie last 
years Smoke Ordinances have made efiieient jiroj^ress 

only by followinj^ the lines of (\)mbiistion En»‘ineerino' 

whose objeit is to secure furnaces, et<‘., which fultil the re- 
(juiremonts of efticient comlnistion, and with which the owners (uin, 
with reasonable efforts, comply with smoke re([ulroments and secure 
economic ojieration. In bygone days, when about half of the lieat of 
the (*oal and often less was used for making* steam, the balam^e beini;’ 
wasted in smoke and unburned ^mses, attempt to reduce the smoke 
under tlie Act was objected to as tinreasonable and oppressive because 
reducing* smoke meant usin^if more coal.. There ivas mucli in the 
owner’s contention, as the combustion appliances in those days were 
crude and inefficient. But, in the jiresent front line endeavour, with 
the achievements of Combustion Enj,nneerin^^ in improvin^r the boiler 
as a heat absorbing ma(!hine and the design of furnaces, etc., to improve 
combustion, DO per cent, of the lieat in coal is transferred to the steam, 
and tliere is no difficulty in complying.;: with smoke abatement re- 
(|uirements, if the plant is correctly desijrned. Projierly projior- 
tioned furnaces, flues and chimneys are l)asic. facitors of efficient smoke 
aliatement, increasing the power of the plant and reducing the overhead 
and fuel expenses. 

Under the Act new plants installed or alterations made to the old 
must be ap])roved by tlie Commission. During tlie year tlie Com¬ 
mission examined and improved 66 plans of wliiidi 60 were made in 
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llie offi(‘r of the ('OimrmiiHsioji, (.-ovoiinf^ nearly all types of inJusirial 
fin'na(‘cs. Permission to construct was p^ranted in each (‘asc. 


Hints to owners and engineers. 

Altliou^*!! the (Commission acknowledge the assistance they have 
received from many owners tliey still find it necessary to ]>oint out liow 
mucli fiu'ther smoke nuisance could he abated if owners and engineers 
would make closer ol)servations of Ihe emission of smoke from chimneys 
under their control. Not only would this have immedialo and appreciable 
results in reducing (‘mission, bul ii would enable them to avoid loo 
ready (and often unfounded) criticism (d' the ac'curacy of the observations 
mad(‘ by the inspecting stah* of smoke emission from their chimneys. 

The insj)ecting staff make a ])ractice of ex])laining to owners and 
engineers how easy it is for tlumi by the exercise of reasonable c are and 
attention to iivoid black smoke emission. As no opportunites should 
be lost of pointing out tliat emission of black smoke only arises when 
tliere is neglect, the general purj)ort of these instructions to owners and 
engimvrs is reproduced below. 

Coal smoke nuisan(*e is the result of the incomplete combustion of 
coal, that is to say, l)y reason of badly designed apparatus, carelessness 
in control of air, or improper stoking, the largest jiossible amount of 
fuel is not converted into heat, but instead much of it is allowed to ])ass 
up and out of the chimney, partly in a gaseous and partly in a solid, but 
finally divided state. 

This can be avoided by retraining from charging too heavily and by 
firing little and often ; three* shovelsful at a time is tlie maximum quantity 
whicli can be burnt properly, ('are should be taken keep a good fire 
on the gmte according to the size of coal used; bare ])lnces allow air to 
enter, causing smoke and loss of steam by cooling. 

The jiroper method is to sjiread the coal over llu' whole file; chai’ge 
down one side of one furnace only at a time, then fire one side of tin* other 
furnace, return to the otlier side of the first furna(‘e iind so on. This 
method keeps steam, avoids excessive cooling with straining jilates, and 
maintains sutheient tenqierature to burn the smoke. It also saves coal, 
which means so much less for tin* stoker to shovel. 

It is essential to oj)en the jiir grids in the fire doors for a minute after 
firing. This admits the extia air necessaiy to binn the gases driven off 
eacli charge of coal. 

Working an underloaded boiler with partially closed dampeis is bound 
to be a dirty smoky process. It is better to reduce the fire area by 
covering the back of the grate with fire bric^k, so as to burn tlie reduced 
(piantity of coal desired on a smaller bed with full draught. 

('are shoul^d be taken not to allow all the fire to burn away before 
cleaning off; a good supiily of red coal ])ushed to the right side of the 
furnac(‘i while the- left is cleaned, then pushed back to the left side while 
the right is cleaned, makes a good starting fire, and lights up a new 
charge (juickly, thereby saving steam and avoiding much smoke. 
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It is advisable to avoid rleaniiig: off all furnaces at one time (this 
causes nnicb loss of steam and siil)se(|uent forcing) but to wait until each 
fire has been worked iij) lo its projxer thickness and ba*s burnt bright and 
ready to take the load, before cleaning the next. 

If large (luantities of coal are thrown on fires after cleaning, the result 
will be dense smoke and waste. It is better to keep on firing little and 
often until I he fire is uj) to thickness. 

Brickwork should on no account be neglected. Cracks in the side 
flues, defective setting round boiler fronts and Iwidly fitting dampers 
(luic kly ruin the draught power of a boiler, by allowing air to rush in 
without resistance. No effort should be spiared to ensure that air can 
only gain admittance through the fire grate where it has to overcome the 
resistance of the firebed. CVild air leakages cause reduced furna(‘e 
efficiency l>y s[)oiling draught, cool the boiler and reduce chimney power 
by cooling the waste gases. 

On receipt of telephone message Inspectors are always ready to asist 
with advice in cases where on account of mechanical breakdown nr otlier 
cause's it becomes temporarily impossible to prevent smoke. 


Domestic smoke. 

November heralds the entry of the cold weather in ( alcutta. It is 
during this j^eriod that the nuisance caused by smoke from Oalcuila’s 
(juarter of a million domestic and otlier kindred furnaces ^without 
cbimneys) be(‘omes•greater, on account of atmospheric conditions. 

Discharged at ground level, this smoke especially in the cold weather 
evenings remains stationary and will not rise for hours. 

The atmosjiliere becomes saturated with poisonous fumes, causing 
maximum damage to health. As already pointed out in previous reports 
the dom(?sjic smoke nuisance is beyond the control of the (.’ommission, 
and before any li^gislalion is feasible an extensive propaganda campaign 
seems needed. During the year the (Commission with the help of the 
Jbiblic Health Departmenl and the Ward Health Associations distributed 
]msters to the public showing them that to stop smoke more draught was 
reipiired wdien lighting the fires. The process is very simple, namely, 
to fan tlie fire when lit strongly for three or four minutes. No smoke 
will be in that case emitted. I’bose who can afford it should certainly 
instal electric or gas iieating ajipliances and (diiinneys, and those who 
cannot should adopt tlu* abov(» simple method. 

As the resources of the Commission are inadequate, they earnestly 
appeal lo all public institutions interested in the health of the city to 
assist them in jiropagamla and dcuicwistrations, and thereby help to resluce 
the number of ileatlis from resjurulory diseases which are greater than the 
total from any other two single diseases during the cold season. 

Complaints. 

The (Commission controls aiiproximately an area of 80 square miles 
coiniirising the local limits of the (Mculta (Wporation, Tollygunge 
Miiniciiiality, South Suburban Municipality, (larden Reach Municipality 
and Howrah Municipality. With the present inadeiiuule staff it is diffi¬ 
cult to keep ill touch with all cases of smoke nuisance. The Commission 
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Jia.H a^ain l)et»ii indebted to individual members of the public who have 
broiiglit smoke nuisances io their notice by means of complaints. 
Seventy-six com])laints were made aj^ainst eighty-three in the last year. 
Whenever complaints are received immediate enquiries are made and 
relief given whenever possible. Many of the complaints were made 
against domestics smoke in respect of whi(di no action can be taken under 
I he Act; but every effort is made by instructitm and advice to ameliorate 
conditions (complained of. 

Seven statutory warnings were served upon owners of factories for 
offensive smoke emission. With eacdi intimations were also sent that, 
if effective remedial action to reduce emission were not taken, legal 
proceedings would be instituted. 

Publicity. 

The Commission was again represented at the Calcutta Health Wel¬ 
fare Week. 1‘lxliibits showed the evil effects of smoke nuisance and air 
])ollution on the lot^al respiratory mortality, the poisoning of food sup- 
])lies and the ('ffe(‘ts on trees, buildings and distant localities. The 
Calcutta Electric Supply ('orporation and the Oriental Gas (s)mpany, 
greatly assisted tin’s section in displaying smokeless gas and electrical 
applianc(*s for cooking and other domestic juirposes, us a permanent 
s(dution of tln‘ evils of smoke. The public showed great interest in 
this section. 

Permanent remetlies. 

ElvriviriUj, //(/.v, r/r/.^ co/*c nil and snwl-eU’ss fuels (low iempvraturv 

rarhnnisalion). 

Iji factories (apart from the 100 ri( e mills using the wuisle produc t, 
husk) mucli raw coal is used. Tlie annual reduction sliowui in Appendix 
I indicati's tliat it is jmssihle to reduce smoke emission to a m^gligible 
amount, and in many cases it will prove economical to use u smokeless 
nu'dium in place of raw c(.ml. 

The smoke abatement (•am])aign has been materially assisted by tlie 
activities of the Cabnitta Electric Sii]>ply (k)rporation who liave during 
tlu^ past year further increased the number of their (‘onsnmers, jairticn- 
huly amongst industrial works. 

The numb(‘j* of domestic c()nsumer.s of electricity lias increased by 
4,()0r) whilst an additional blO lumting and cnokiTig circuits have Ix'en 
connected to the company’s mains. 

The total }K)wer of new elee.tric* motors eoiuiectc'd during the past 
year in industrial wairks amounts to no less than 28,000 horse-power, and 
the greater proportion of this vast increase is represented by the conver¬ 
sion of existing steam engines to elecirici drives with a resultant closing 
down of boilers in existence for many years. This results iu a corre¬ 
sponding diiniiuition of free smoke emitted in the Calcutta area. 

The Oriental Gas Company stato that during the year ending 30tb 
June 1934 there was distinct evidence of a turn tenvards the use of gas 
for industrial pnr])oses in various ways. 

At the same time, many new residential buildings were fitted with 
complete installations for cooking and water-heating purposes, whilst 
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for tlio latter purpose the g'as g’eyser deiiiaiid lias continued to he a 
marked tealure of liouse and flat seekers. Property owners when re¬ 
novating- their j)reniises freipiently instal modern ^^as ujiidianees. 

During' the year the numher of ap])lianres showed an increase of 702 
for cooking-, wuter«hoating', steam raising’ and for a larg-c' variety of in¬ 
dustrial purjaises. 

General control by the Commission. 

During- the year under review the ( ommission held 12 meeting's. The 
(k)mmission also ke])t in touch with various Smoke Departments, Fuel, 
Eng-meering’ and Peseareli Institutes of Europe and Americ’a. 

The averag'e emission ot smoke from each factory chimney was the 
ecjuivalent of *07 minute- of dense black smoke per hour. In 1900 when 
the work of the Commission commenced it stood at EDI minutes ])er hour. 

Detecting offensive chimneys. 

Smoke ohsiuvations ot hig- factoiies were g:enerally made hy tlu‘ 
Inspectors ti-om tin* Central Smoke Observatory wliicdi is fitted with a 
telej)lion(‘ so that owners miiy be intorined on the teh'jihone at the actual 
time of smoke (‘mission. Observations ot locomotives, steamers, laumdies 
and minor industries are made* locally. 

In 1921) th(‘ Commission i-(‘comm(‘nd(*d to (iovernment that smoke 
observers should l)e ajipointed to relieve the Inspectors for tlie duty of 
in8p(*ction, eti., of engineering- jilants. Administrative approval was 
obtained in l!t27 to this recomnuMidation, but financial stringency has 
j)r(‘V(mte(l this sclu*m(‘ being cairied into effect.

One hundred and eleven of the lM>ys in the two sidnads were Hindus, 
90 Moslems, 7 Christians, 1 Jew’ and 2 Buddhists. The numl)er (*1 
Bengali-sj)eaking boys increased fiom 57 to 00 and of Uidu-speaking 
boys from 09 to 75, wdiile the numbei* of Hindi-speaking 1m>vs remained 
at 05 as in 1933. Only 02 belonged jnojaulv to Bengal, while the rest 
were* natives of other proviiu'es but were cither domiciled in Bengal oi 
had come there tem])()rarily, mainly from Bihar and Oiissa and the 
Cnited Brovinces. 

'riiiity-six boys including om* H‘l(‘ased on apj)eal, w’(‘i(‘ nde^ised 
fi(»m the Iteformatory School and 4 from the Industrial Schoed on the 
expiry ot their terms. Of these 40, 21 were made over to their 
guardians on the date of their release and 1!) boys, whose guardians 
Wert* not traccabh*, were made over to the Bengal After-care Association. 
Four boys were liwnsed out. Five licenses which had previously been 
issued were levoked : in thiee of the cases this was due to the illness o! 
the IlM)ys, the guardians being unwilling to take projier care of them 
during that jKuiod. 

Three boys from the Be format oiy Schoed escaped but tw’o were 
j(‘captured. The general discijdine am(»ng the boys was good. 

The boys are given primary education up to class V, the teaching 
b(‘ing conduct(^d in Bengali, Fidu and Hindi, and thon* of classes 
III, I\' and V arc also taught tinsmithy, blacksmithy, weaving, car¬ 
pentry and tailoring. The examination results during the ycai slmw’ 
an imj)rovement on those cd' j)rcvious years. 

Fvery facility is given for moral and Jcligious instrucliim and 
(d>s(*rvance. 

Visits to various ])lac(*s of interest were again arranged and tin* 
j)(di(w of allowing lK)ys tow’ards the end of their period (d’ detention to 
s])end one or tw^o days at their homes was justified by the results. 

The general health of the.schools has shown a marked improvement 
since the introduction of the im])roved diet in 1932. Games are 
organized for the boys and physical exercises, including drill and 
gymnastics, are compulsory; a troop of Boy Scouts has been formed 
undei’ a Scout Master and tliey ac(|uitted themselves very creditably in 
various competitions. 

The total expenditure on the schools in 1934 w’as Bs. 47,032 against 
Bs. 40,029 in 1933, and the average cost of maintaining and educating 
each ]mpil was Bs. 218-1 ])er annum against Bs. 231-14 in the jirevious 
year. This decrease is due mainly to the increase in the number id 
the boys. 

(2) (jI obi tala Kumar llom4\ Pa ni hat i—Thin Home, wdiich has accom¬ 
modation for 95 girls, is intended for the reception <d' Indian girls 
dealt with under the Bengal (diildren Act and the Bengal Suppression 
of Immoral Traffic Act. 

In 1934 there were 82 girls in tin* Home, varying from 3 tn 17 years 
of age, as against 87 in HJK33; 74 of them were Bengalis and all Hindus, 
There were 0 fresh admissions during the year ami the number of girls 
in residence on 31st December 1934 was 75. 

There is a primary school attached to the Home. The girls w^ere, 
as usual, giveai lessons in needle-work, knitting, cane-work, weaving, 
jiursing and (looking. Their handiwork was repojfed to be good and 
artistic. 
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The f^eneral health was ^ood and the conduct of the ^n’rls 
satisfactory. 

The (‘ost of loaintainiiijf the Home W'as tts. 13,405-10-11, of which 
Rs. 7,878-4-3 w^as met hy a Governmeni ^luiut. The averaj;‘(‘ cost of 
maintaining' a was thus Rs. 13-8 a Jiionth as aj^niinst Rs. JLM per 
mensem in the ])ievious year. Of this Rs. 10 w'as contiibuted by 
Governmeni in the sha])e of capitation ^rant and the balance was met 
from jo'ivale scuirces. 

(3) 77/r Sa/rNtfon Anni/ Wonu^fAs ]tnlusirinl I]nmc for (ftrls, 
KntnUy .—'fhis Home also is intended tor the ri*ee]>tion of Indian j.»irls 
dealt wdth under the Rental Children Act and the Hen^^al SuppressioJi 
of hnmoial Tratlic Act.

miijibcr of ^»*irls in rcsident’c during' the year 1934 was 729. 

Eoiir ^irls fi-om ItlJ to 15A vkiis of a^e were sent to the liojm‘ by 
Ihe coiirl in 1934; 3 wtjc Hindus and 1 Muhammadan, all beloji^^in^' 
lo ilie province of Rental and all wen* lescued from houses of ill-fame. 
Two wT?‘e dealt with unde?' scctioji 21 (.2) fc) of the Rental (diildrcii 
Act and the other two under section 14 of tlii' Rental Suppn‘ssioii of 
I iimioral Traffic Act. 

33ie educational ])ro<»']'ess of all the {.^iils is stated to have been fail’ 
iind iheir h(‘alth was on tin* whole ‘••ood. 

Th(* Home received fiom (iov(‘rnment a maintenance ^rant o1 
Rs. 1,‘JOO in addition to Rs. 444-1 on acoennt of capitation grants for 
the i^’irls sent by ihe courls. 33u‘ tr)tal expipiditun* of the Home dnrin; 4 ' 
lh(‘ y(*ar was lls. l(),439'-8(i and the cost of maintaining' eaclj oiil was 
Rs. 14-0-7 |)er m(‘ns(*jn as a»^ainsl Rs. 14-8-3 in tin* previous yeaj.

The Socii*ty ])laced 07 of tliese ehildren in scluxds or institutioirs, 
returned 21 to their ^nundians and tbi'inselves undertook the protection 
or p'uaidiaiiship of 97. 

Satisfactory re[)orts have beeir received of the progress of the ‘^nrls 
and boys umler tin* care of tire Soei(‘ty and many of those who pii'viously 
jrussed thr'OUf^:b tbeir* bands have eslablished themselves in ])rofessions 
and other* good (*inployment. 

Six children were sent to the Society by the court under the Reirgal

Tlic decrease in ihe numher of admissions was due piully io the 
d(‘( reast‘ in the numher of hoys c(mnn^»’ from almost all the corrective 
insiilulions and partly to the fact that a larf?e proportion of the hoys 
rclcas(Ml from Ihe Alipon* Rtd'ormatory and Industiial Schools were 
made ov(*r to their ^uaidians direct. 

Till* industrial class continin‘d to he maintained in the hostel and 
hoys w(‘ie ^iveii instruction in tinsmithy, hook-hindin^, carpentry, pic¬ 
ture mounting, ])aintin^ c»f boxes and si^'ul^oards, Uiri makin^r and net 
wtniviiif^. Twenty-five hoys of the hostel wer(* provided with suitable 
t‘in]>loynient, mainly tlnouf^h the efforts of the Association staff. 

Discipline in the hostel was, on the whole, satisfactory. Physical 
exercises and ^arues w(‘r(* i)i()vid(‘d and the hoys w^re taken on several 
ex(*ursions. 

The Association received a maintenance ^■l*allt of Rs. 1^,400 from 
Government in 1934. It also receiv(‘d contributions from the (^)r])ora- 
tion of (^ilcutta and other piivate souices. 

The total receipts of the Association durin»;’ the year were 
Rs. l,97(l-5-‘! afrainst an expenditure of Rs. 4,!JLM)-S-1(). 

AlllioUf 4 *h t here luis been a steady pro^n ess in nearly all di f eet ions 
in the y(*ar under re])ort, the lack of adc(|uate tinancial rt'souices ami 
public, interest continues to he the chief difliculty with which the Asso¬ 
ciation has to contend. 

The niofussil work of the Association is undertaken Rv several Dis¬ 
trict Associations which ar(‘ aHiliated and lesponsihle to tin* Association. 
ScvcFal union hoards and local bodies remhued valuable servic(‘s in 
orj^anisin*,:' aftercan* work in the districts. 

l*rohalion u'orl \—In the year 1934, ^59 (dn’ldren were jdaced on 
piohation. Of these 139 were hoys and lt!(l ^irls. The hoys weie 
priiici[)ally cliarj^^ed with and convicted of theft and Ihe ^nrls were 
dealt with under sectiem '.?7 (2) ie) of the Reiifral Uhildrcn Act and under 
the Immoral Traffic Act. (Miildrcn convicted of theft are kept on 
[uohation fm* one yeai* and those dc'ult with under s<*j*tion ‘.^7 (2) (c) of 
the lh*n*jral (3iildren Act and under the Immoral Traffic Act are on 
pi(d)ation up to tin* a^(*s of Ih and 18. 

The probation woik is su])ervised by the Children Court Magistrate. 

There are two male Probation Ofiicejs, who had (17 and 7‘J R)ys 
icspectively in their <*hai>ce during tin* year under review: they visit 
them once a we(*k. The Lady Probation Officer had l‘J() ^n’rls, whom 
she visits onct* a month. The Pjobation Officers look aftei- the health, 
work and conduct of the children and act as their friend and guide 
in (‘V(*ry way. llefore a case is disposed of, ihe Probation iffficer makes 
a thorough einpiiiy into the .antecedents of the children and the suit¬ 
ability of tlie sureti(‘s and of their places of residence. 

The lb Honorary Eady Magistrates, who sit with the Stipcndiaiy 
Magistrate in the Children’s (\)urt by turns, have been very regular in 
their attendance and have shown great interest in tin* work.

Adnilnisfration. —Di. G. P. Hector held charj»:e of the department 
Uf) to LMIth Se[)teml)e] 1988, when he went on leave, and was suc(‘eeded 
hy Mr. K. McLean, who held char^r* during* the rest of the year. 'I’he 
p(»st (d Assistant Director of A|.»:ri( ulturi‘ was held hy Mr. F. Smith up 
to 51h June 1988 durinj>- the ahsence on leave of Mr. M(‘Lean and hy 
Mr. M. Caihery, Apricultuial Ulumiist, in addition to his own duties 
from th(‘ 4th July 1988 to the iHith Au^’ust 1988. On return fumi leave 
Mr. McLean held the ])osl from the ti7th August 1988 to tlie LMlth 
SeptcMuher 1988, when he was appointed to olliciate as Director of Ajjiri- 
cultuie, and was a^min su(*ceeded in the p(»st hy Mr. Carhery, Agricul¬ 
tural (Mieinist, who held chai’^^e diirin^^ the rest of the year. Mr. S. G. 
Sharan^mpani, Assistant Economic Botanist, continued to act as Eco¬ 
nomic Botanist tlirouj^hout the year. 

(ivnrral .—AVhile the season was on the whole a i^^ood one for winttu* 
and autumn crops and fair for rahi crops, economic conditions c(»ntinued 
to ht* had and the prices of rice and jute were low. Government weie 
also compelled to reduce exj^enditure hy the abolition of five p4»sis (d 
Distiict Acultural Gflicer. 

The Report of the Ben^^al Jute Eiupiiry Uommittee was puhlished 
in h’eh?aiary 1984. Owin^* to the diverj»ence of opinion among the mt*m- 
h(‘rs t)f the (\)mmittee on certain essential points Governmeni addressed 
the Board of Eeonomic En(|uiry for advice on certain (piestions arising 
out of the rej)oit of the (\)nimittee. In the meantime more i‘xtensiv(^ 
pro])aganda than in previous years was undertaken in the rural areas 
thi’ough both official and non-official agencies in tin* hope (d persuading 
cultivators to restrict sowings of jute, hut the (*ife(‘t was not appreciable. 

Hcscarrh and c.rjKriincnf .—In this direction the assistance of the 
Imperial (\)uncil of Agi i( ultural Reseaiidi, coming at a time when the 
state of provincial revenues forbade expansion, was most valuable, and 
it was (»wing to the grants n*c(‘ived from the Uouncil that, inspite of the 
acute financial stringency, it was possible to carry on as many as seven 
important schemes of agricultural research during the year. Thesi* 
included two new s(‘hemes, one for fruit research work at Krishnagar, 
the (dher for investigation work into the costs of sugarcane (‘ultivation. 
The importance of the formei' scheme lies in the prospect which it offers 
of increasing the (*ultivat(u’s uicome, while the value of the latter 
scln'ine can hardly he i'xaggerated in view of the importan(*e of the 
cultivation of sugarcane as a substitute for jute. 

Work on agricultural research also c(mtiiiued at the Universities of 
Calcutta and Dacca with grants from the Imperial Council of Agri¬ 
cultural Research. 

The practical results of previous researches were evident in various 
directions. Thus the increase in the area under sugarcane notic’ed in 
last year’s resolution continued, and was further stimulated hy a wide¬ 
spread distriliution of cuttings under departmental supervision. Three 
new white sugar mills started work, and their i)rospects are good. A 
number of open-pan factories were working, but, generally speaking, 
they pr(»ved profitable only so long as the price of the cane did not 
rise above four annas a maund. 
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T1mm(^ ^\as also an iiiiroasc in tin* ciiltivalion of iubucco, wliich was 
oiu* oi lilt' inw Clops that did not siiffor from depressed prices. Tin* 
praciici' oi ^rowing* lolmcco lor home consumption was incieased by a 
lar^^’i' (li'^hibnlion of de])aj‘(menial s(*ed, bui in a laj'^i‘(* area the croj) 
was INI foi l unaiely damaf’-ed by hail. 

(hiltivaiors tliroughoui the juit* distriihs were ur«‘ed to j^row larf'er 
<inaniilies oi ^’loundiuits, and ilieir sale appreciably increased. 

Aniiiud li ti-'^htunh'jj .—One ol the most pressinj^’ (jueslions Ixdbre iln* 
di'jiajtment is the impjovimient of tin* cattle of the jnoviina*. Tn most 
districts tlu‘ local bleeds pive poor ploii^li-cattlo and poor milkers, and 
the best cattle are those imported from other provinces. While climatic 
conditions account for this in part there is reason to suppose that it 
ma\ be possible to some way towards endin;;' this dependence* cm otln‘r 
provimes. It was louinl necessary durin<^' the year to close down the 
iLin^imr larm as a measuie of retri*nchment, but ^ood results wert* 
obtanu'd iiom s(*l(‘cted bulls distributed in tin* Malda, liajshahi, Xadia 
and lloo^^hly districts and maintained under the supervision of special 
livestock o(lici*is. The lesults ot i‘nti‘i lainiii^* this ii*mporary stall have 
been vi*r\ promi^iii}^', and (bivc*! nment hope to I'xtend the systi*m as 
their tinanci*s allow. An esst‘nlial jiait ol the schenn* is tin* inci(*ased 
cultivaiion ot foddt*r cro])S, esjx'cially Najiier yrass. 

Kest'arcli into the jcroblenis of animal nutrition continued through' 
out tin* year. 

Ih'nnuatlrallnn and ifrojuifjUHdd, Lveiy ellort wa> made to see that 
tin* unavoidal)le jetreiichment (d stall interfeied as little as possible 
with educative* activities. In tin* districts lantern lectures were ‘^ivcii 
and im]»jov(*d cio]»s demonsl j ati*d. The Luljlicity Dejiaitment of 
(jovernment intruiluced a publicity i-ar with a loiul spi'aker, and the

Jhiring the yeai* und(*r je|)ort tlicre wcie 
lifty-.'iA schools teaching agiiciiltuie, and d,t)dt) boys ieci‘i\ed instruc¬ 
tions on the subject—both theoicticai and jiraclical.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The problem of rural indebtedness with .which this Bill deals has for many years 
been the subject of anxious consideration cin, the part of various Provincial Govern¬ 
ments: but it has been brought into fresl) prominence and has become a matter of 
immediate urgen(‘-y in Bengal since the year 11^29 when a sudden fall in the prices of 
agricultural produce resulted from the worldwide depression in trade. The agricul¬ 
turists of Bengal, particularly those of its most fertile and previously most thriving 
dislricds, have l)ecome involved in debt far beyond their power to repay and unless a 
remedy is provided the consequences inay be disastrous to the provin(‘e. The Board 
of Economic Enquiry which was appointed in December, 19'3d, submitted in its report 
of l*(ith .November, J9d4, recommendations for legislation, which they expected would 
be of benefit to creditors in no less degree than to debtors. These recommendations 
were based on the provisions of the (.central Provinces Debt Conciliation Act, 1933, 
and the Punjab Relief of Indebtedness Act, 1934; but whereas these two Acts* aim 
pi’iniaj’ily at seiilement of debts hy agieement between debtor and creditor, the Board 
ot Economic Enquiry proposed that powers he granted for settlement hy compulsion 
in ceriain cases. Meanwhile, successful experiments bad been made in Chandpur sub¬ 
division of 'Fippeiu, district by way of indindng cieditors to compromise with their 
debtors, and it appeared probable that much could he done elsewheie in Bengal on 
siinilaj’ lines. Provision has therefore been made in the Bill for setting up Debt 
Settleineni Boards of different types as ci7cunistances demand. The first type would 
resemble those which have shown such promise in Chandpur subdivision: the second 
would exeicise powtu’s like the Boards established in the Central Provinces though 
somewhat wider: and the third iniglit he granted powers to exercise compulsion in 
varying degrees on creditors whc) unreasonably refuse to settle debts amicably. The 
poweis proposed are those suggested by the Board of Economic Empiiry, with various 
safeguards against theii* misuse, lii addition, the Bill includes provision, as suggested 
by the Boaj’d f>f Economic En(|uiry, for a simple insolvency procedure, the need of 
whicli was eni})luisized in paragrai)h 367 of the Report- of the Royal Commission bn 
Agriculture in 1928.

Chiusr. j imdudes a provision for the (’oni[)letion of work left unfinished by a 
Board whicli is dissolved. 

Cla //.vr 7.—A Board can only cx(‘rcisc limited powers, unless, under this clause, it 
is invested with special ])Owers. 

(JJaiise S authorises a Boai'd cnijiowtued under section 7 to withdraw an application 
fiom another Board. It also ju-ovides for tlie lo-option of iiiemhers for the considera¬ 
tion of su(h application. 

Chmsp 9. —It is provided that eith(*i a del\tor or a creditor may apply to a Board 
for settlement of dihts. 

Chiuse 11 eiiuinerates th(‘ parlicnlais to he given hy the debtor as well as by the 
creditor when presenting an application foi thc‘ settlement of debts. 

(lansv ]3 enables the Boaid to obtain further statements of debts from debtors and 
creditors. 

Clause 14 requires a creditor to submit his documents in support of his siate- 
imuit of debts. It also provides (hat any document which was not so submitted shall 
not He admissible in evidence in a subsequent suit. 

Clause 1(1 gives ])nwer to the Board to require the attendance of persons, the pro¬ 
duction of documents and the furnishing of information. 

Clause 77 provides foi* the dismissal of applications for settlement of debts in 
certain circumstances. 

Clame 18 provides for the determination of the total amount of a debt and of the 
amounts of the principal and the arrears of interest. 

Clause 19 provides for settlement of debts either amicably or otherwise. When 
creditors to wnpm not less than forty ger rent, of the total debt is due agree to an 
ami(jable settlement, the Board may order the sidtlement of the debts of the remaining 
creditors in accordance with any fair (but not less favourable) offer made by the 
debtor. When creditors to whom not less than sixty per cent, of the total debt is 
due agree to an amicable settlenumt, the Board may pass such orders as it thinks fit 
legarding the terms on which the remaining delfts snail be settled. 
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Clause 20 authorise*^ (he Board to grant a ceHificate to a debtor in respect of a 
debt if the credilor does noi ae-cepi an offer made by the debtor which is fair in the 
opinion of the Boaid. No Court shall in any suit for the recovery of such debt allow 
costs or interest in excess of simple interest at the rate of six per cent per amiim, and 
no decree in respect of such debts shall be executed until certain conditions are 
satisfied. 

Clause 21 lays down the circunivstances in which a debtor is to be adjudged an 
insolvent end provides for the sale of his property and distribution of the assets, or, 
as an alternative, for the reduction of his defats and payment by instalments. 

Clause 22 provides for the exemption from sale of certain property of an insolvent 
debtor. 

Clause 23 enumerates the particulars (o be included in an award. 

Sub-clause (3) provides that the terms of the award shall be binding on the parties 
irrespective of any previous decision of a Civil (Jourt. 

Clause 24 provides that existing mortgages, liens or charges are to subsist until 
the amounts payable have been ])aid or the property has been sold. 

Clause 25 provi<les for the r(‘C()very as a imblic demand of any amount payable 
under an award which is not paid by the date fixed, and for the sale of all the immov¬ 
able property of a debtor if such amount cannot be realised by sale of the movable 
property or agricultural produce. 

Clatise 26 lays down the order of distribution of the sale-proceeds of the property 
of a debtor. 

Clause 27 relates to debts of a member of n co-operative soidety. 

Clause 28 bai*8 suits and jnoceedings in Civil and Revenue Courts in resjiect of 
debts which are the subject of proceedings before a Board or for which amounts are 
payable under a subsisting award. 

Clause 29 provides for the stay and abatement of suits and proceedings pending 
before a Civil or Revenue Court in respect of debts in certain cases in which an appli¬ 
cation has h^en made to a Board. 

Clmi.se 30 bars the execution of decrees of Civil Couits and certificates under the 
Bengal Bublitj Demands Recovery Act, llild, in certain cases in which an application 
has been made to a Board. 

Clause 31 declares that certain decrees lelating to properly included in an award 
are to be treated as nullities. 


Clause 32 provides for the attachment of a debtor’s immovable property. 

Clause 34 provides for up])eals to the Appellate Officer and the procedure in such 
appeals.

The ollice of tlie (huiiniissioner of 
I’oliee was held throughout llie year by 
Mr. L. U. Colson, c.i.k., i.p. 

2. TTie strength of the force at the 
close, of the yeai' was 5,040 officers and 
men. The gro.ss expenditure ineuiTed 
was Ks. 45,01,311, but if ret^eipls 
ainounling to Ks. 9,03,774 Ixj deducted, 
the net cost of the maintenance of the 
force was approximately Hs. 30 lakhs. 
The Calcutta Police Dislrii’t has a popu¬ 
lation of 1,190,734, so that the cost per 
head of the j)opulation is about Tis. 3. 

TTie number of constables enlisted in 
the year was 117 as against 89 in the 
I'fcvions year. Of these, 51 were 
llengalees as against 40 in the previous 
year. It is a matter for satisfaction 
that recruits with a sound ediutational 
(|nalilication continue to [iresent them¬ 
selves for enlistment. ^ 

11 is Excellency in (T)uncil regrets to 
note an apprticiable increase in the num- 
ler of punishments, sjxx-ially of major 
})unishmenls, and trusts this increase 
may {uove to be only lem})orary. 

3. The general health of the force 
continued good, the numl)er of cases of 
malarial fevei' bt;ing i-onsiderably lower 
than in previous yejirs. There were, 
however, 44 deaths against 32 in 1933. 
The average daily number of sick was 
104 against 103 in the previous year. 
The effect of housing conditions on the 
health of the force is a subject which 
requires investigation. His Excellency 
in Council is plea.sed to note the inijirove- 
ment which has I'ecn effectiTl in the police 
hospital l)oth in resjx’ict of facilities for 
nursing and in equipment. 


4. Crime Statistics .—There was a 
slight increase in the total number of 
cognizable cases reported to the police, 
but it is noteworthy that there was a wel¬ 
come drop in all forms of serious crimes. 
The number of true ciises of coining, 
robliery, murder^ dacoity, rioting, burg¬ 
lary and receiving stolen property de¬ 
creased being 40, 16, 21, 4, 21, 426, and 
93 resjxictively against 56, 19, 28, 7;, 36, 
432 and 148 in the previous year. There 
luus been, moreover a remarkable im¬ 
provement in the percentage of property 
recovered to property stolen, the figure 
Ixing 26-2 in 1934 against 11 9 in 1932 
and 19-3 in 1933. Of the cases reported 
to the police, 94-6 per cent, were sent up. 
Of the cases tried, 97 3 per cent, ended in 
conviction. 

The Detective Department assisted the 
thana ]»olicc in 223 cases and investigat¬ 
ed 147 cases independently, although it 
was under strength by two iiis]lectors and 
three sub-ins])ectors who were employed 
in the Press and general intelligence sec¬ 
tion. His Exceilenev in Council has 
I’cad wil.h interest tne account of the 
more inqwrtant cases dealt with by the 
Detective Department and is im})ressed 
with the high standard of detetTive 
ability disjilayed by the investigating 
staff. 

His Excellency in Council is also 
pleased to note the valuable work done 
by the Special Deteetivii staff of the Port 
Police w'hich resulted in the recovery of 
14 revolvers, 3 automatic pistols and 234 
rounds of cartridges, the arrest of a num¬ 
ber of terrorists in possession of fire¬ 
arms and the externrnent of 22 arms 
smugglers and brokers from Calcutta 
under the Bengal Smuggling of .\rms 
Act, 1934. 

5. Revolntioiinri/ crime. Although 
there were no cases of overt terrorist 
crime, the discovery of arms, explosives 
and ammunition of various types is a 
reminder that terrorism is still active 
and malignant, and it is a tribute to the 
vigilance of the Sjiecial Branch working 
in co-o])eration with the Intelligence 
Branch of the Bengal Police that the 
movement has been kept so well in check. 

The most satisfactory result of the 
year was the success achieved against the 
dangerous group of terrorists known 
as tlie Bengal Volunteer Cor]is of the 
Sree Sangha which has been responsible 
for many outrages. His Exa'llency in 
(’ouncil has much pleasure in rei'ognis- 
ing the loyalty, courage and devotion to 
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duly displayed by all ranks of the force 
throuf^lioiit the year, and particularly of 
llu' Special Hranch, which has so effec¬ 
tively strengthened tlie ]t(.>sition of Gov¬ 
ernment against the deep-rooted menace 
of terrori.sin. 

6. Lnhotir — 11 is Excellency in Coun¬ 
cil has noted with I'egret the increase 
in coniinunistii' agitation and propa¬ 
ganda amongst the working classes of 
the city. This disquieting feature in 
the labour situation of Calcutta serious¬ 
ly interferes with the legitimate activi¬ 
ties of g<muine trade unions, which alone 
can pi'omote the welfare of the labouring 
classes and which 11 is Excellency in 
Council is anxious to foster and 
encourage. 

7. Br(j(itirs .—There was a striking 
increase in the numl)er of In'ggais sent 
up for trial, there l>eing 8,235 against 
4,334 in the previous year. The }n'o- 
oedure under the |)resent law for deal¬ 
ing with this pi'oblem is far from satis 
lactory. Action absorbing much police 
time and public money not infrecjnejitly 
results merely in the di.scliarge of tlu; 
accused after a warning or a smitence 
of detention till the rising of the Court. 
Government would welcome suggestions 
from those who are interested iir this 
subject, with a view to finding a practi¬ 
cable solution of what has Ixicome a 
pressing problem. 

H. Tr(iffi,c .— The si'.ttirig rtp of the 
Trallic Advisory BoartI cornpo.sed of 
repsotts intere.sted in the trallic pmb- 
errts of the city was a welcome innova- 
tiorr introdirccd dui'ing the year. It is 
orrly with the c()-o|)eiation of the |‘ul)lic 
that the safety of the str<((^ts can be 
secrrr’ed, and the trew Board forms a 
valuable link with the police whiedt 
should do much towards that end. 


There was a declirre in the numirer 
of fatal injuries due to street accidents. 
The trumlter of persons killed was 99 
agairrst 118 in 1933. The number of 
injur’ed, on the other hand, was 2,195 
against 1,879 in 1933. 

The re[)ort of the Public Vehicles 
Departmerrt shows air all-rouird increase 
in receii'ts from the various sources, the 
amount realised from tin' motor vehicles 
tax alone kring Us. 10,84,639, which is 
Us. 1,18,269 better than in the previous 
year. 

9. Commendation of officers .—Ilis 
Excellency in Council has been pleased 
to read the tributes paid by the Com¬ 
missioner of Police to his Deputy 
Commissioners, Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner’s and other sukualinate oHicers 
and dcsir’es to take this opportunity 
of placing on record his apiueciation 
of the .services r’cndered by all ranks of 
the force. Thanks are due to Mr. 
Colsort for maintaining a high standar'd 
of di.scipline and efTiciency. 

-Oi’deied that a copy of this 
r’e.solution be for’wardcd to the Corn- 
mi.ssioner of Police, Calcutta, the Chief 
Presidency Magistrate, ('alcirtta, and the 
Commi.ssioner of the Prerjideucy Divi¬ 
sion for information. 

Ordered also that a copy of the report 
be submitted to the Government of India 
in the Horne De))artnient.

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STATEMENT OF OUEOTS AND REASONS. 

Siu(?e the Court of Wards was originally constituted under Regulation V of 1799, 
there have been no less than 16 amending Acts of which the latest was in 1915. Owing 
to the economic depression which lias now (continued for 4 or 5 years, collections in 
all tlie estates have fallen below the normal. The surpluses which were counted on 
wlieii the estates were taken under the charge of the Court of Wards have not materialis¬ 
ed and it has lieen impossible to pay the interest on the debts of many estates regularly^ 
In some ca^s tlie creditors have not lieen able or willing to make due allowance for 
the diffiulties of the times and they have threatened to disorganise the work of the 
Coui*t of Wards and to frustraio the objects for which the Court of Wards was establish¬ 
ed by bringing civil suits to sell up tlie different jiroperties of the wards and to attach 
the^ working balances of tlie estates in the Collectors^ treasuries and banks. Section 
KKv of the Ac( as it now stands provides tor stay of execution proceedings, but it 
ojwralcs ior one year only and experience lias amply proved that this jieriod is not 
long enough in the case of an encumbered estate to make arrangements for the pay¬ 
ment of its debts. The main object of the amendments is to strengthen the hands 
of the (-ourt against unsecure<l credilors abd to give the Court of Wards hetter 
laciliiies for guarding ihe tnie inleresis not only of the wards themselves, but also 
of all the creditors as opjiosed to those few creditors who take action in the Civil Courts. 

The benefit of the Court of Wards Act was originally intended for lunatics, minors 
ami women, but since 1892 the protection of the Court has also been extended to adult 
pi'oprieiors who for various riniSoiis have declared themselves disqualified. Some of 
the (lefe(d»s which it is jirojiosiul to remedy are due to ibis development. Originally 
also it was contemplated that only estates or znninflaries would (‘ome under the Court of 
Wards, but the pi’operties of some wards consist mainly of patnis and other subordinate 
tenures. The amendment of sefdiop 2;l provides that all such properties can lie atiaclied 
after release not only if revenue is in ariears but for any other dues of Government 
including loaus granted by Government, and rent to superior landlords. 

As the resull ()f the amending Act of 1906 in Western Hengal and of the amend¬ 
ing Aet of 1907 in Eastern Jlengal, many important sections of the Act contain im¬ 
portant differences. Eor I'xanqde, section l0A(f5^ of Eastern Bengal says that claims 
not snbniiltcd to the Court shall l>e deemed to be discharged for all purposes. Section 
lOA ol Western Benpil says that such ilebts shall cease to carry interest. It is pro¬ 
posed to apply the Western Bengal section to the whole province and also to reconcile 
many other discrepancies.

First Forecast of the Cotton Crops of Bengali 
1935*36. 

{Not4 ?,—On an a venire of the five years 
ending: 1938-84, the area under the 
cotton crops in Bengal has represented 
Boine 0‘2 i>er cent, of the total area 
imder cotton in India.) 

There are two crops, early and late. The 
“early’^ crop is chiefly gfrown in the Chitta¬ 
gong Hill Tracts and in the Tripura State 


and to u small extent in other districts. The 
“late’' crop is grown in Bunkura and Midna- 
pore. As the late crop has not yet been sown, 
this forecast deals only with the early crop. 

Charnvier of the seoson .—The weather was 
generally favourable for sowing and early 
period of growing. The present outlook is 
reported to be fair, on the whole. 

Area aowii .—The area sown is reported to 
be 72,78»5 acres this year us against 72,908 
acres in the corresponding forecast of Iasi 
year. The deciease in area in the Tripura 
State is due to the fall in the price of cotton.
